Liberal Response To Ap- 
peal for Help of Georgia 
Tornado Sufferers Is 
Urged by Hardman. 


Desolated and in ruins, mourning 
the tragedy that cost a total of 52 
deaths, south central Georgia Satur- 
day began to bury ifs dead as local 
and national organiaztions and au- 
thorities began work and planned leg- 
islation to effect relief and rehabili- 
tation in the tornado-stricken area. 

Chief of the measures will be a 
resolution to be offered by Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, in the 
upper house Monday, authorizing 
transfer of the unexpended balance of 
$2,000,000 of the Smith-Fulmer ap 
propriation to reconstruction work in 
south Georgia and a portion of South 
Carolina. 

Senators Hold Conference. 

Announcement of this move came 


after Senator George and his col- 
league, Senator William .J. Harris, 
conferred with Red Cross officials and 
members of the state congressional 
sroup. The Smith-Fulmer fund was 
appropriated by congress at the lag 
session to provide seed and-stock. feed 
to stricken farmers of the southeast 

Rescue workers, after covering the 
tornade area, § y announced thai 
original reports of the number of 
dead were incorrect due to duplica- 
tion of 16 names at Statesboro and 
Metter, towns located 30 miles apart 
in adjoining counties. 

A majority of the known dead are 
negroes and it is feared that the list 
will be swelled when remote colored 
residential sections are reached. Re- 
ports of four deaths in Emanuel! 
county were found erroneous. 

Red Cross At Work. 

Temporary relief stations of the 
Red Cross were rushed into service 
Saturday as chapters of the organi- 
zation all over the state issued appeals 
for funds. State board of health and 
the state militia also co-operated with 
the Red Cross. Cots, blankets and 
tents were furnished by the militia. 

Liberal response of Georgians to 
the plight of their stricken fellow 
citizens was asked in a public state- 
ment by Governor L. G. Hardman.

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To Vote on Norris Report 
Attacking Andrew M ellon 


Is Closely Divided on 
Right of Secretary To 
Hold Office; Norris 
Chides Hoover. 


Washington, April 27.—(4#)—De- 
cision on the report of Chairman Nor- 
ris holding that Secretary Mellon is 
illegally holding office was deferred 
today by the senate judiciary commit- 
tee until Monday after more than two 


hours of warm discussion. 

A close division was apparent, bhow- 
ever, after the sharply worded report 
of Senator Norris had been read. The 
report held that Mr. Mellon as a stock- 
holder in various business enterprises 
was serving in violation of a 100-year- 
old statute forbidding the secretary of 
the treasury to be interested in trade 
or commerce. 

Senator Norris did not go into the 
merits of the old law but he argued 
that a stockholder was interested in 
trade and commerce. He contended 
the law should be enforced unless it 
is modified or repealed. In that con- 
nection he referred to the recent aj- 
peal of President Hoover for law 
enforcement and suggested that this 
“sentiment should be our guiding 


star, 
What Can Be Done? 

(ther .republican members of the 
committee countered with reference to 
the opinion given by Attorney-General 
Mitchell to President Hoover, which 
held that there was no doubt of the 
legal qualification of Mr. Mellon to 
serve as secretary of the treasury—a 
post he has held for eight years. 

The report was submitted by Sena- 
tor Norris in response to the resolu- 
tion of Senator McKellar, democrat, 
‘Tennessee, directing the judiciary com- 
mittee to inquire into the right of 
Mr. Mellon to serve. Two other 
points raised by that resolution were 
dismissed unanimously by the com- 
mittee, 

Nenator Norris intends to place his 
report before the senate as a nminori- 
ty report by the committee if a ma- 
iority refuses to indorse it. This will 
put the issue up to the senate. 

There is some doubt as to what can 
be done even should the senate up- 
hold the Norris contention. Some be- 
lieve, however, that if such an eventu- 
ality occurred it would be mandatory 
upon the district attorney to institute 
proceedings. The old statute carries 
a penalty for violation. 

The committee held that President 
Iloover was not required to resubmit 
the nomination of Mr. Mellon, who 
continued on in the new cabinet from 
the administration of Calvin Coolidge. 

Use Hoover's Own Pledge. 

The committee also held there was 
no case against Mr. Mellon because 
he held some stock in the Overholt 
Distilling company before prohibition 
went into effect. | 

Senator Norris did not. make pub- 
lic his report, but it was learned 
that it went exhaustively into the 
legal point at issue. He quoted ex- 
tensively from supreme court decisions

It is not sufficient 
that those at the top should remind 
the common citizen of hig duty, but 
the high official, the appomting pow- 
er, must obey the same law for which 
he demands obedience of the citizen. 


No Danger in Loss. 


“When the law is strictly and hon 
estly obeyed and followed by the of- 
ficial, the respect of the common citi- 
zen for all law will be greatly in- 
ereased, If curruption in official life 
had not been so universal during the 
last few years, or if such crimes 
when exposed had been publicly de- 
nounced by high officials in our gov- 
ernment, this disrespect for law 
charged by the president to be almost 
universal would have been much legs- 
ened if not entirely eliminated.” 

Norris contended that it would be 
“just ag easy” for Mr. Mellon to sell 
his stock in the Gulf Oil eorporation 
and the Aluminum Company of 
America as it was for him to dispose 
of his stock in national banks. 

“We feel, therefore,” concluded the 
Norris report, “that the danger of 
the country, if Mr. Mellon be dis- 
qualified from holding the -office of 
secretary of the treasury, has been 
greatly exaggerated. If, however, the 
country has reached the condition 
where only men owning millions of 
stock in‘ business corporations, are 
qualified to hold the office of secre- 
tary of treasury, then instead of try- 
ing to nullify the law and set a 
precedent before the people, we should 
amend or repeal it so that at least 
we could truthfully say that those 
whose duty it is to enforce the law 
are not themselves looking for tech- 
nical means by which the law can 
be nullified.”

Brunswick,.Ga., that he had 
discovered a new treatment for ane- 


mia. He made the following state- 
ment respecting his remarks befure 
the Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Georgia there: 

“No claim was made before the cot- 
ton manufacturers of Georgia or else- 
where of any discovered cure of ane- 
mia, but on the contrary I said that 
our work was incomplete. 

“I did state that we had improved 

a methed of diagnosis by which we 
had reduced the time required for di- 
agnosis to about two hours. Also 
that by a deficiency diet on raw milk 
that rats would become anemic in 
about eight weeks. But we had by 
adding small quantities of materials 
to the milk postponed production of 
anemia from about eight weeks to 
eight months. 
_ “Out of 20 cases of people exan.- 
ined in four cotton mills by the above 
improved method, 19 of those cases 
had been shown to be anemic, which 
simply confirmed our faith in the 
method of diagnosis.

This is the fourth time in which 
Albany has been recognized by an 
award in the inter-chamber fire waste 
contest. Its fire loss last year was 
$4.520 or 24 the 
lowest in the history of the city.

formally today with the impeachment 
charges voted against him by the 
house of representatives and he was 
directed to appear before the senate ir: 
its capacity as an impeachment court 
at noon May 14 for trial., 

The senate sergeant-at-arms atl 
his assistant called at the executive 
offices in the statehouse and handed 
the papers to the governor im person 
He took them, glanced hurriedly 
through the pages and laughed. He 
was surrounded by a group of politi- 
cal friends, 

Governor Long immediately began 
preparations for his defense. He 1 
expected to appear for trial with able 
constitutional lawyers, who will con 
test each step of the case, which prob- 
ably will run over several weeks. 

The governor is charged in the ci- 
tations with converting to his own us» 
approximately $2,000 of the $6,000 ap- 
propriated for entertainment of virit- 
ing governors to the governor's con- 
ference in New Orleans last winter, vi 
attempting to bribe legislators, of at- 
tempting to suppress the freedom o: 
the press and with misuse of state

These charges were yoted by the 
house after 40 days’ deliberation at a 
session originally called by Governor 
Long for six dass to enact a legisla- 
tive program, ineluding a tax on re- 
fined oil. A few days after the leg- 
islature met administration leaders 
lost control and attempted to dissolve 
the session by forcing adjournment. 

The legislature refused to adjourn 
and launched the impeachment pro- 
ceedings, which resulted in a draft of 
19 charges against the governor, in- 
cluding one of attempting to have a 
legislator murdered because he was a 
political enemy. The house weeded 
the charges down to five major groups 
with numerous counts on which he 
will be tried before the senate. 

Late today Baton Rouge assumed 
its normal life after being the center 
of a political storm for many weeks. 
The legislators left the city in droves, 
and by night there was not a cor- 
poral’s guard left.

Bad weather rebbed Britain of a new 
non-stop long distance flying record 
in the flight of Squadron Leader A. G.

P'stol in Lap. 


Thomas E. Longworth, 60, widely 
known book expert and proyrietor of 
Longworth's Book Shop, shot and kill- 
ed himself early Saturday morning in 
the bedroom of his home at 550 Seal 
place, according to reports made by 
Call Officers Goode and Jones. De- 
spite the obvious suicide indications 
Coroner Paul Donehoo announced that 
an inquest would be held at 11 o'clock 
this morning at H. M. Patterson & 
Son's. 

According to the reports, the shot 
was heard by Mrs. W. IL. Pearson, 
joint occupant of the duplex home in 
which the Longworth family lived. 
She investigated, and after finding Mr. 
Longworth’s body, summoned offi- 
cers. 

The body was found slumped down 
in a chair, a bullet in the brain. A 
.J5-caliber pistol, with a single empty 
chamber, was found on a towel spread 
across the dead man’s lap. A. large 
red rubber bath sponge was found be- 
side the gun, leading to the belief that 
he had used or attempted to use it 
for the purpose of muffling the re- 
port. 

Three sealed envelopes were found 
on a near-by table. These were turned 
over, unopened, to Coroner Donehoo. 
Mrs. Longworth, who was at the book 
shop at the time of the tragedy, was 
unable to throw any Kght on the mat- 
ter or to assign’a reason for her hus- 
band’s alleged suicide. 

Mr. Longworth had conducted a 
book shop on Forsyth street for a lit- 
tle more than a year, having pur- 
chased the interest of the late C. W. 
Treat. He was well known here as 
an authority on old beoks and was 
said by his customers to have been 
uniformly cheerful and affable in his 
business dealings. 

Mr. Treat was found unconscious in 
a smgll shop which he maintained un- 
deyfLongworth’s store about three - 

ths ago. He had suffered a cere- - 
bral hemorrhage and died a few hours — 
later at Grady hospital. 

_In addition to his widow he is sur- 
vived by two sons, Joseph E., and 
Thomas G. Longworth; a daughter, 
Miss Ellen Crewe Longworth; three 
sisters, the Misses Jane and Mary 
Anne Langworth and Mrs. Savage, of 
Nashville, Tenn.. and two brothers, 
John and Henry Longworth, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn.

Average Longevity Doubled 


STATE ALSO SHOWS INCREASE Ah 


In Athens During Century 


Ga., April 27.—(Special.) 


on the increased 
length of human life within recent 
years, Dr. R. M. Harper, research 
professor of economics in the Univer- 
sity of Georgia Scheol of Commerce, 
assisted by four students, has made 
a census of the white cemeteries of 
Athens, and tabulated the births and 
deaths recorded on the tombstones. 
He found that the white persons 
who died before the Civil War lkved 


but 31 years on the average, and that 
in 80 years the longevity has nearly 
doubled, increasing to 60 years at the 
present time. He thinks that this 
has been brought about largely by a 
reduction of infant mortality “for 
the number of very old people does 
not seem to be much greater now 
than formerly.” 

Dr. Harper's study has revealed 
that the most rapid increase in the 
expectation of life in Athens seems 
to have been between 1885 and 1895, 
and “may be due in large measure 
to the installation of waterworks 
about that time.” Women seem _ to 
live longer than men now, but that 
has not always been the case, aceord- 
ing to the results of Dr. Harperv™” 


Old Graves. 


The oldest grave thus far found is 
dated 1812, though there-may be 
some’ older among those that are 
unmarked. In the Jewish section of 
the cemetery the oldest is 1876. Only 
two cases of people who lived more 
than 100 years have been discovered. 

In the whole state of Georgia the 
average longevity of the white popula- 
tion is estimated by Dr. Harper, from

Thirty-eight Years Average. 


The average expectation of life in 
the rural white population of Geor- 
gia in 1920, on the face of the re- 
turns, seems to have been about 38 
years, and in the urban white popu- 
lation 52 years. Athens, therefore, 
is above the average of Georgia cities 
in this respect. 

Although ‘some authorities have pre- 
dicted that in a few more generations 
the average expectation of life in 
this country will be 100 years or more. 
Dr. Harper will not place the maxi- 
mum above 70, because “the present 
statistical trend seems to _ indicate 
that beyond that point deaths would 
exceed births.” Furthermore, accord- 
ing to the Georgia professor, if people 
lived beyond 70, “the per capita 
wealth would probably decrease, for 
very few persons above that age con- 
tribute materially to the world's 
wealth, however useful they may be 
in other ways.”

rt Stewart, commissioner of the 
United States bureau of labor sta- 
tistics, in a paper at a textile con- 
ference here today, placed some blame 
for the present situation in the tex- 
tile industry on commission men 
“mhose. only interest is in sales and 
not in profit«,” in the south, and on 
absentee ownership in the north. 

The conference was arranged by the 
Laber College of Philadelphia. Other 
speakers included Gorton James, of 
the department of commerce, Wash- 
ington, and Professor Broadus Mitch- 
«ll, Johns Hopkins university. 

“With the textile industry in such 
a chaotic state,” said Mr. Stewart, 
“labor must fare badly. Since 1920 
wages have dropped from 26 to 41 
per cent, At the same time the hours 
of labor have increased in every state 
except Alabama and Massachusetts. 

“In the south the textile mills are 
hopelessly entangled with the commis- 
sion men whose only interest is in 
sales and not in profits. In the north 
the large percentage of the mills are 
held in. trust by banks under the 
terms of trusteeships as outlined by 
the grandfathers of the present al- 
leged managers or owners, who find 
themselves as helpless in the hands 
of their trustees as the southern mills 
are in the hands of commission men. ' 

Poor Sales Methods. 

Other factors cited by Mr. Stew- 
art as influencing the situation were 
everproduction and poor selling meth- 
ods. Fifty years ago, he said, the 
average weight of textiles which a 
woman wore was nine pounds, while 
today it was about nine ounces. 

Professor Mitchell asserted that the 
drift of industry toward the south

Ranks of Opponents in 
| Senate Begin To Break; 
| Defeat of Debenture 
| Said Assured. :

Washington, April 27.—()—After 
a close check on the senate member- 
ship, administration leaders claimed 
i'today that the export debenture plan 
| would fail by a small majority to win 
'a place in the new farm relief bill. 

On the basis of their examination, 
the leaders have determined to let the 
plan come to a vote as soon as pos- 
sible but it was regarded as unlikely 
that the farm bill would be passed. be- 
fore the end of next week, probably 
Friday. 

Republican leaders have decided to 
use all their influence during the re- 
maining days of debate to keep their 
forces intact and President Hoover 
elso is taking a personal interest in 
the fight by conferring with sena- 
tors regarding his own view in oppo- 
sition to the debenture plan. 

Nye on Hoover’s Side. 

The first sign of a break in the 
iranks of middle western republicans, 
| who generally have been considered 
| the democrats’ staunchest supporters 
'in the move to provide for the use 
of export debenture certificates, was 
noted today when Senator Nye, re- 
publican, North Dakota, said after a 
call at the White House, that he was 
strongly inclined to vote against the 
debenture proposal. He said he had 
not definitely determined his course, 
but if no sufficient reason is ad- 
vanced to warrant him changing his 
mind, he would vote with the admin- 
istration. 


“IT have always been opposed to a 
subsidy for farmers,” Nye declared. 
“The debenture plan seems nothing 
more than that. We senators who 
vote for the debenture plan now might 
find ourselves obliged to fight sub- 
sidies for other things which we op- 
pose.” 

The North Dakota senator's col- 
league, Senator Frazier, has already 
attacked what he described as_ the 
Hoover farm program and has an- 
ea he will vote for the debenture 
plan. 


To Accept Norris Changes. 


Chairman McNary, of the senate 
agriculture committee, who has the 
farm bill in charge, said he believed 
the Norris amendment to the deben- 
ture proposal, providing for a reduc- 
tion of rates when over-production in 
a debenturable commodity is foreseen, 
would be accepted. by the senate with- 
out diffietulty. 

Therefore, he added, the vote on 
this proposal could not be considered; a 
test of sentiment. He eontended mafty 
senators would favor strengthening a 
proposal even if they were opposed to 
the proposal itself, so that if it should 
become law, it would be in the best 
possible shape. 

Senator Watson. of Indiana. is ex- 
pected to ask a vote on Thursday, as 
republican leader, on his proposal to 
eliminate the debenture plan. Ad- 
ministration. leaders place only 12 
republicans at the most in the line- 
up in favor of the. plan and expect to 
receive support from at least five 
democrats, If their calculations are 
borne out, the plan would fail by from 
two to five votes. 

All Over By May 10. 


Believing: the debenture plan will 
fail, Chairman MeNary contended that 
the farm measure should be in Presi- 
dent Hoover’s hands by May 10, 
which is considerably earlier than had 
been fixed originally. Senator Me- 
Nary declared that he looked for no 
major difference of opinion when the 
house and senate farm bills are 
threshed out in conference as the two 
are similar in scope. 

One of the most important differ- 
ences is the composition of the pro- 
posed farm beard. The house bill 
would provide for six members and 
that of the senate for 12, one each 
from fhe 12 federal land bank dis- 
tricts. It is the opinion of some lead- 
ers that a compromise will be reached 
by establishing the membership at 
eight or nine. 

Although senate \administration 
leaders considered the dé@benture plan 
will fail to be approved, those. who 
favor it are going ahead with-plans to 
strengthen their ranks. “ Their first 
step will be to seeke—atloption of ‘the 
Norris amendment, which is counted 
upon by them to cause Senator Borah 
to faver the plan. , 

Another conference of democratic 
senators is planped to seek an almost 
unanimous party lineup in favor of 
the pag. our of the 39 democratic 
senators\ hate_indicated their disap- 
proval of the plam Senators King, of 
Utah, and Walsh, of~Alassachusetts, 
have said they would vote against the 
proposal) in spite of all pressure for 
party wnity. Senator Ransdell, of 
Louisiatia, voted with administration 
republicans when the debenture plan 
was before the agriculture committee 
and said he has not changed in his 
opposition to it. Senator Kendrick, 
of Wyoming, also voted against it in

S. C. V. Camp Assured That 
Breastworks Would Be Pre- 
served at Jones Course. 


Inquiry of members of the John B. 
Gordon Camp, Sons of Confederate 
Veterans, as to whether old fortifi- 
cations at the Bobby Jones and Can- 
dier park golf courses were in dan- 


ger of being destroyed, Saturday was 
met with a statement by Councilman 
John A. White. of the fourth ward 
and chairman of the parks committee 
of city council, that the old redoubts 
and trenches would be preserved in- 
tact as far as humanly possible. 

Mr. White stated that only in one 
or two instances have the old breast- 
works been cut away or changed in 
construction of the golf courses. 

“We are going to do everything 
possible to save these historic relics 
for posterity, and construction of the 
golf courses will react to preserve 
them better than if the courses were 
not there,” Mr. White declared. “Park 
department officials are jealous of the 
historic background of the territory in 
which the new courses are being laid 
out, and are bending every effort to 
save these reminders of the past. In 
a fw seattered instances a portion of 
a trench or a redoubt is being leveled 
for a tee or a green, but even then 
that portion which is not necessary 
for the improvement is left intact.” 

Mr. White's statement was made 
after a request for information had 
been made by Martine L. Harmsen, 
adjutant of the Gordon camp. Mr. 
White said the same protection which 
the historical landmarks are getting 
at the Jones course also is being given 
those at the new John A. White 
course, now under construction. 


GYPSY CANNIBALS 
CONFESS SLAYING 
DOZEN PERSONS 


Prague, Czechoslovakia. April 27.— 
P)—A- case of cannibalism by 19 
gypsies has been reported by the au- 
thorities of Szepsi, Slovakia.

URGED BY BERMAN 


Lease Price Too Low, He 
Says; Wants Money for 
Central Police-Fireman 
Building.

Declaring that the proposal to lease 
the present site of the Atlanta city 
hall for 99 years for a rental of 
$6,270,000 is too low, Councilman Jo- 
seph EK. Berman, of the fourth ward, 
Saturday stated he would offer a 
measure at the next regular meet- 
ing of city council to sell the prop- 
erty and. divert the funds towards 
completition of the new $1,000,000 
city hall and construction of a cen- 
tral police and fire department build- 


ing. 

Mr. Berman cited figures to show 
that the proposal is about one-third 
what other property in the central 
business district is bringing to 
holders. 

He issued the following statement 


relative to the papers he intends to 
offer : 

“We have been offered a lease for 
present city hall site for a_ total 
rental for 99 years of $6,270,000,. the 
last 49 years bringing an aggregate 
rental of $4,470,000, or more than 
two-thirds of the lease price. The 
first 50 years, more than half the 
time of the lease, brings less than 
one-third of the lease price. We are 
only getting $25,000 a year for it. 
whereas stores down town with half 
the space and less desirable location 
are bringing about. $36,000 a year 
now. To top it all, we have to knock 
off the taxes, which at $1.50 a hun- 
dred or $15 a thousand, amounts to 
$11.250 at $750,000 valuation, when 
more than likely the building alone is 
worth more than $1.000,000. Sub- 
tracting this $11,250 from - the 
rent of $25,000 makes the city really 
get $13.750 rent per year for just 
10 years. 

“When the bond issue was floated, 
the mayor, general council and every 
politician promised the people a cen- 
tral city government housed in one 
building, and realizing the need of.a 
central and up-to-date fire depart- 
ment and police department, firemen 
and policemen and their wives, chil- 
dren and frierds went out and voted 
for it, and what was the result? They 
are being left. out in the cold, and 
we still have a decrepit police station 
and Poliee court, and no adequate’ 
eentral fire station. Both are under- 
manned and insufficiently equipped. 

“By all rights, whatever money is 
obtained from a sale or lease of 
the city hall present site, should be 
classed as bond money, and go to 
earry out first the pledge of the city

Verdict Asks Mercy for 
Calera Officer Because 
of Youth; Youngest 
Sheriff in State. 


NINE ARE NAMED 
IN U. S. VERDICT 


Defendants Claim “Ven- 
geance” Actuated Pros- 
ecution; Witness Tells 
of Murder Plot. 


Birmingham, April 
Sheriff Curtis J. Falkner and Chief 
of Police James M. Long, of Calera, 
were among nine residents of Shelby 
county convicted here tonight by a 
federal jury on charges of conspiring 
to violate the national prohibition act. 
Five other persons were acquitted. 

Others convicted with the youthful 
sheriff were Charlie Goodwin and 
Hugh Shaw, deputy sheriffs under 
Falkner; W. J. Dennis, former depu- 
ty; Burrell Shirley, Clark Sturdivant, 
Will Dickerson and Frank Ferrell. 


The Jury recommended leniency to 
the court in sentencing Falkner and 
Shaw because of their youth. 

The convicted persons were allowed 
to post bond for their appearance in 
court: next Friday for sentencing by 
Judge W. I. Grubbs. Notice that 
an appeal would be taken after sen- 
tence has been passed was given by 
defense attorneys. 

Defendants acquitted were Ty. Hi. 
Godwin, a former sheriff: Walter Linn, 
former deputy, and Otis Ingram, 
whose -brother testified against him. 

Judge Grubb today delivered di- 
rected verdicts for Alec Etress and 
Warsaw Bryant, holding that evitlence 
was insufficient to substantiate 
charges against them. 

Two Pleaded Guilty. 

Pleas of guilty have been entered 
by Hal Martin, and son. and Emma 
Thomas and Hardy Cunningham, the 
latter three negroes. They will be 
sentenced with those against whom 
verdicts were returned. 

The jury réturned its verdict at 
7:39 and a few minutes later they 
were discharged with the congratn- 
lations and thanks of Judge Grubb 
for their diligence and prompt re- 
port. They received the case uxt 
1:55 p. m. 

Conviction of Falimer and his co- 
defendants climaxed a week of court- 
in 
court annals here. During the three 
days required for presentation of the 
government‘’s case the witness stand 
was almost continually occupied by 
men and women who told of paying 
protection meney to Shelby county of- 
ficers although often they had their 
property destroyed soon after the par- 
ments were made. D. (. Trexler. 
special prohibition investigator and 
the government's star witness, testi- 
fied dissatisfaction among moonshin- 
ers over raids after payments had 
been made was in large part respon- 
sible for the wealth of information 
he obtained. 

Included in the charge against Falk- 
ner and Long was the allegation that 
they plotted with C. H. Russell, a 
yovernment under cover agent. who 
had been appointed a special deputy 
after gaining Faulkner's confidence, 
to “do away with” Trexler and A. 1. 
Kimbrough, state law enforcement of- 
fieers, who were conducting the in- 
vestigation. Russell testified that he 
was furnished with a pistol when he 
was sent to meet the officers by Long. 


Scores Took Stand. 


Scores of men and one woman took 
the stand and testified to making pay- 
ments to Shelby county officers rang- 
ing in amounts from a few dollars to 
several thousand over a _ period of 
years. In several instances witnesses 
declared the amount of tribute exact- 
ed from them depended on the quan- 
tity of liquor produced. 

Each of the defendants took the 
stand to enter categorical denials to 
the government's charge. Each de- 
nied that he had connived with Sheriff 
Falkner or any other officer to vio- 
late the prohibition law and followed 
up with denials of each  specifie

Sheriff Falkner depended in a large 
measure upon hié denial of the charge.

Assembly’s Greatest Problem. 

In connection with the deficjt, Mr. 
Slate said: 

“The greatest. problem before you 
is to raise funds by new taxes to 
eover the deficit which will be 4$3,- 
500,000, in my opinion, at the end 
of 1920 under existing tax laws.

Gibson, American delegate, with Lord 
Cushendun, of Great Britain, and M. 
Saito, of Japan, and continued today 
with Count Massigli. of France. On 
Monday there probably will be another 
with Signor De Martinis, of Italy. 

Their object is to determine the 
next concrete step toward naval dis- 
armament. The appointment 
naval sub-committee to meet after the 
}adjournment of the preparatory dis- 
‘armament commission is one possibil- 
itv, although the Americans are in- 
clined to doubt its usefulness. 

No meeting of naval experts has 
taken place here, so the delegates are

The ax murder for 
which Jacob “auilerburg is being 
tried occurred December 28. ‘The 
bodies of tn: boy’s father, mother, 
two sisters and brother were found, 
charred almost beyond recognition. in 
the burned ruirs of the Vanderburg 
home near Gastcnia. He was arrest- 
ed immediately afterward. 

Identified Ax. 

Three neighbors of the Vanderbure 
family identified the hand ax, which 
was discovered a montv after the trag- 
edy, hidden tinder 2 log in the back 
yard of the home. 

One of them. Robert J‘ixon, said he 
had killed a chicken -vita the ax the 
day before it was ‘ouu’d with blood 
stains om it. He sari he placed the 
ax under the log to 7uareé against its 
possible theft. 

A 16-year-old school boy, Vance 
Miller, testified about the two small 
jars. The state evidence had been 
that Mrs. Vanderburg kent her money 
in just such jars. Jacob, when ar- 
rested, had them in a suitcase he was 
carrying. 

Vance Miller declared that some 
time before the fire he had been talk- 
ing to Jacob at school end .'acob 
showed him the jars and che si'ver 
money in them, declaring ue plirned 
to purchase a suit of clothes wih the 
money. 

Dr. C. A. Shores, director of the 
state laboratory of hygiene at Raleigh: 
Dr. T. ©. Quickle and Dr. J. A. An- 
derson, both of Gastonia, were brought 
up by the defense in an effort to re- 
fute testimony by Dr. Roland Clinton, 
of Gastonia, that blood on Jacob's 
hat the night he was arrested was hu- 
man blood. 

Dr. Shores said he did not believe 
it possible to determine by microscopie 
examination whether dried blood wag 
that of a human or “another mamma. 
lian.” The other physicians’ testimony 
was the same. 

Dr. Shores said it was possible, by 
chemical analysis, to differentiate be- 
tween the kinds of blood but declared 
it a difficult and lengthy task. 

Mr. and Mrs. N. A. Davis, of High 
Point, the former coinnected with the 
state child welfare department, testi- 
fied to visiting the home on numerous 
oceasions and declared there was no ill 
feeling between the members of the 
family.

110. Years as Newspaper 


BY BERNICE M’CULLAR. 

Milledgeville, Ga., April 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One hundred and ten years 
events 
have been faithfully mirrored .™ 
Georgia's oldest weekly newspaper 
and second oldest paper in the state. 
the Union Recorder, of Milledgeville. 

The paper celebrated its. centen- 
nial severa] years ago, and 1929 marks 
its 110th milestone in the pathway 
of mewspaper history. 

The present editor, Robert Boling 
Moore, recently recalled for an inter- 
viewer many of the vividly interesting 
events of Georgia history that were 
“just regular news” for the paper, 
and were reported by its staff m 
the eqlunmmns of this historic paper. 
Mr. Moore's father, Jere Neuville 
Moore, began to work on the paper 
when he was 12 years oli, back in 
1847, and the pauper was already old 
aud well established at that time. 

The paper has suspended publica- 
tion ‘only once in the more than a 
century of its existence, and that was 
for a week when Sherman's army en- 
camped at Milledgeville. The print 
ing office was “taken apart” and the 
machinery was tuken in a wagon to 
a deep forest below Scottsburo, and 
kept there in the recess of the woods 
in safety until the “terrible Sher- 
man” and his cohorts had passed on. 

Reported LaFayette Visit. 

The paper has an interesting his 
tory from its very beginning. The 
Southern Recorder, a democratic pa- 
per, was founded in 1819, a dra- 
matic year in American history, five 
years after the close of the War of 
1512, the very year of the famous 
Marshall decision in the bank case of 
MeCulloch ys. Maryland, and five 
years before the Monroe doctrine. 

The Recorder reported the visit of 
Lafayette to Milledgeville in 1825, 
the speeches he made, and the bril 
liant ball given for him in the ol] 
capitol which is now the Georgia 
Military college. 
. In 1829, a year after the entrance 
of Andrew Jackson into the White 
House, the federal Union was faund- 
ed. This was a whig paper, and 
the Recorder was democratic. Po- 
litical war Waged merrily between the 
two papers, and that was the day 2f 
facile pens and golden oratory, and 
ir Milledgeville, the capital of the 
state and center of politics and fas 
ionable ‘society, there was much to 
write «bout. 

Stephens’ Illness. 
In the columns. of the papers were 


found frequent references to the con- 


dition of Alexander H. Stephens, who 
was ill for many weeks at the old 
Milledgeville hotel, with typhoid fe- 
ver. The little statesman had innu- 
merable friends in Milledgeville ani 
they tenderly nursed him:and minis- 
tered to his wants during his long 
illness here. 

Besides the political news and regu- 
lar articles of the old papers, there 
was much in their columns that was 
of a high literary class. The mothe: 
of William G. McAdoo, Mrs. Mary 
Faith Floyd McAdoo, was a frequent 
contributer to the paper when the 
McAdoo family lived in Milledgeville

Richard Malcolm Johnston, Geor- 
gia’s famous writer of humorous 
sketches, first published his “Dukes- 
borough Tales” in the Southern Re. 


corder. 
Capitol Moved. 

An. event that found place for much 
discussion in the papers was the re- 
moval of the capital from Milledge- 
ville to Atlanta. This had been the 
central location of the state, the cev 
ter of the state's political activities. 
and of its fashionable society for sixty- 
eight. years, and residents were loa:b 
to give up their civie prestige. They 
felt that Milledgeyille’s record as a 
capital had justified their keeping 
this important position. But the 
capital was moved by order of a mili 
tary governor, and when the legisia- 
ture voted upon its remaining in At- 
lanta that city won the vote by a 
close majority. 

Two of Mr. Moore's children, RH. 
B. Moore and Charles L. Moore, are 
the present operators of the Union Re- 
corder, C. I... Moore being in charge 
of the mechanical department. Mr. 
Moores grandson; Jere Neuvill 
Moore, is the third generation to be 
connected with the paper and is now 
business manager of the enterprise. 

The files of the old paper yield up 
to interested searchers the record of 
many dramatic events that took place 
in Georgia and form a veritable his 
tory of the state by themselves 
Chronicles of the political stratecies, 
of the brilliant social affairs that drew 
together men whose names now 
iliumine history’s page, and the dark- 
eyed daughters of the old-fashioned 
south, are mirrored in its pages. 

Next to the Augusta Chronicle. it 
is the oldest paper in the state, and 
it is the oldest weekly. It is still 
published weekly and bids fair to ren- 
der to the state another century of 
service.

Tallahassee, Fla., April 27.—(/)— 
Administration tax measures, provid- 
ing for general tax structure revision 
and for centralization of supervising 
power, led the many bills offered in 
the Florida legislature this week for 
the purpose of gaining revenue or re- 
lieving the present tax situation.

attention and informal discussion 
ameunug the legislators. As the meas- 
ures were brought into the legislature 
they had for chief recommendation the 
establishment of annual poots tor tw 
retirement of road and bridge indebt 
edness and school system indebtedness. 
rhey provided means of filing the pool 
for road and bridge indebtedness but 
there was no direct recommendation 
on the part of the government to gain 
revenue for the school bond retirement 
fund. , 

The feature of the proposed adminis- 
tration tax plan was the subject of 
considerable speculation over the 
week-end. The fact that one-fifth of 
the state gasoline tax now going to 
the school system would be diverted 
to the road and bridge bond retirement 
pool, to take approximately $6,000,- 
VOO annually from education coffers, 
puzzled many of the legislators. 


Frame Addition. 


Other members set about framing 
additional and supplementary legisla- 
tion to fill this gap in the administra- 
tion plan. Governor Carlton has said 
that his measures will not be complet- 
ed until replacement is guaranteed for 
the gas.tax money diverted to his pre- 
posed road and bridge bond pool. 

Bills already in one or both houses 
of the legislature would provide addi- 
tional revenue for the school system 
of the sfate, but according to many 
of the senate and house members, fina! 
selection of suitable school tax legis- 
lation is more of a problem than the 
business of presentation. 

The legislature has already received 
one bill which follows the plan sug- 
gested by the governor to replace the 
money diverted from. school funds. 
This measure, offered in the senate. 
sought a 4 per cent tax on insurance 
premiums. Another bill sought to 
place a S-mill tax on real estate to 
provide school fund revenue, while a 
number of ethers, including an addi- 
tional I-cent gasoline tax plan have 
been offered. Taxes on intangibles 
have been considered for introduction. 


Tax Diversion Plan. 


Several members of the house of 
representatives spent the week-end de- 
vising a plan of tax diversion which 
would of its own power fill the hole 
left in the. school fund by taking 
away the 1-cent gasoline tax. . 

This plan, it was understood, will 
be offered to tHe legislature next 
week, Under its tentative schedule. 
this measure for school revenue would 
not Impose an additional tax, but 
would transfer tax money already pro- 
vided for to the school coffers. 

Representatives who were at work 
on the plan declined to go into detail 
as to its provisions, asserting that 
they preferred to complete the sched- 
ule and to ascertain its feasibility 
prior to announcing its content.

27.—The tide turned today 
when the British professional 
golfers fought their way to vic- 
tory in the second Ryder cup 


match in what has been a great 


Struggle. 

It seemed to me that all of York- 
shire was out on the course support- 
ing the British side and, as American 
captain, I heartily congratulate’ the 
winners. There has never been a more 


exciting golf struggle than the one 
waged here. The result was in doubt 
until late in the afternoon when things 
began to look real bad for America. 

We started off with a lead of one 
point obtained in the foursomes, but 
today the British won five of, the sin- 
gles and took the match by 7 points to 
hf. -The British victory created the 
profoundest impression on the crowds 
here, who, remembering American 
golfing records in past years on their 
shores, really expected that we would 
win. By this I refer to the great ma- 
jority who did not realize the strength 
of their own side. 

UNEXPECTED VICTORY. 

I expected we could win and was

For years rival baseball managers have been ac- 
cusing Cousin Dave Danforth of ‘‘cheating.” That 
means defacing or roughening the cover of the baseball, 
so it will cut crazy didoes when thrown. But he never 
has been caught. | 


Evidence conclusive enough to convince anyone EXCEPT 
a Southern league umpire has been collected. A three-year-old 
‘boy, on inspecting the damaged baseballs, instantly would de- 
‘cide that an intelligent agency had defaced the balls used in 


Friday’s game—but, of course, that is too much for a Southern 
league umpire to achieve in mental gymnastics. : 


THE EXHIBITS. 
Here is the evidence: 


and loosening of the cover at identically the same spot, are held 
by Manager Wilbur Good. They were balls pitched by Cousin 
Dave. 


The umpires tell the press that those marks were 
made by the balls hitting the grandstand—all in the same 
place and with the same degree of disarrangement. 
(Laughter. ) 


The Crackers were hitting the ball up in the air all after- 
noon. Only four infield assists were credited. That means ab- 
solutely nothing to an umpire as long as he can see whether the 
balls go fair or four. 


Yet all that means everything to anybody except a Southern 
league umpire. They simply do not react to such stimuli and 
one cannot go beyond that. 

NOT COMPETENT. 

Colonel Spiller has sent the baseballs for President Martin 
to examine, but that may be a useless move. A club owner or 
manager is not competent to submit such evidence. 

Who knows but what Colonel Spiller or Wilbur 

Good personally defaced those balls after the game to 

make out their case? 

Right! Everybody knows they did nothing of the kind ex- 
cept baseball lawyers. Baseball is like that. Only the umpires’ 
evidence can be taken. He presumably has no ax to grind. 


HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Open gossip holds that Cousin Dave was quietly sold out 
of the major leagues and in turn railroaded out of the American 
association because of his black magic with the baseball. None 
could catch Cousin Dave red-handed; the slickest sleuths in 
baseball tried in vain to prove that Cousin Dave ‘‘doctored”’ the 
ball to produce his weird delivery that hops up just before it 
reaches the batter. 

Morally certain that he was working on the ball, 
either by scratching or by loosening the seams, yet un- 
able to make a charge, major magnates simply let him 
go, although he still was effective. That’s baseball talk 
that has been discussed so often it may be repeated here 
freely. 

Danforth went out of the American association the same 
way, many contend. At any rate, he drifted down to the 
Southern, and here he has been for three years, | believe.

KEEPS BOBBING UP. 

Cousin Dave annually has been accused of defacing the ball 
since he joined our league. Yet Cousin Dave always has his 
out: he and his manager can laugh it off as an alibi. 

Baseball rules state that such charges must be pre- 
ferred by an umpire to carry weight and merit serious 
attention. 

That rule is Cousin Dave’s protection. 

Southern league umpires courageous and canny enough to 
detect cheating and punish it can be counted on the thumbs of 
an armless man. Cousin Dave is safe as long as he has only 
Southern league umpires to fool. 


POWERFUL GRIP. 

Cousin Dave is admirably equipped to do things like that and 
ig He has a disarming smile, a gentle manner 
‘and a frank bearing. He never causes umpires trouble. He is 
ithe soul of sportsmanship always. 
| Furthermore, Cousin Dave has what is said to be the 

most powerful grip in baseball. The fingers and thumb 

of his left hand carry tremendous pinching power. Sto- 
| ries coming with him out of the majors hold that he can 
| loosen the cover of a baseball with one hand, a feat of 
strength few men can do.

‘thumb nail had been used with great force. It would take great

and Williams—must be severely censured.

SPILLER MAKES 
FORMAL CHARGE 


Accuses Danforth of 
‘Doctoring’ Balls; Sends 
Samples to Martin. 


Daye Danforth, one of New Orleaas’ 
leading pitchers, was formally charged 
with having “doctored” the baseballs 
in the Friday Atlanta-New Orleans 
game in a message sent Saturday 
night to John D. Martin, league pres- 
ident, by R. J. Spiller, president of 


the Atlanta ball club. 
The formal charges were as fol- 
lows ° 
“As president of the Atlanta 
Basball Company. I hereby charge 
that Pitcher Dave Danforth, of New 
Orleans, was ‘doctoring’ the balls in 
the game played April 26 between 
New Orleans and Atlanta. I have 
incontrovertible evidence in hand 
which will be submitted you by regis- 
tered mail, in the form of baseballs 
that were defaced. I urge you te 
make a thorough investigation to 
prevent other clabs from suffering 
in the future. You will notice that 
all the balls were defaced in the 
same place on each ball, and you 
know this could not have happened 
by being struck by the bat or by 
hitting a raugh surface of any 
kind.” R. J. SPILLER., 
“President.” 
The Cracker president had original- 
ly intended to send the balls to the 
league's office with an explanatory 
note. He decided, late Saturday night, 
to file a formal charge that the balls 
had been “doctored,”’

There is no rule covering discovery 


of “doctored” balls after a game, as it 
would be difficult to prove how they 
were “doctored” during the game. The 
rules say that the pitcher must be de- 
tected by the umpires and shall be 
fined and suspended for ten days if 
guilty. 

It is thonght, however, that it 
would he within the discretion of 
the president to take some action in 
the matter if he is convinced that 
Danforth is guilty. 

Umpires working the Friday game 
said that they had watched closely 

and always threw out any balls that 
were roughed. Harry Gilbert, man- 
‘ger of the New Orleans club, said it 
was “old stuff,” and. that he had quit 
paying any attention to it. 

Dave Danforth denied that he had 
“cheated,” but said that he was glad 
the other hitters thought so, because 
it gave him a psychological advantage. 

Gilbert said he was confident that 
the league head would pay no atten- 

tion to such unfounded and absurd 
charges, and therefore contemplated 
no defensive action.

British Pros Win 
In. Gallant Drive 


Come From Behind To Take Ryder Cup From 
Americans by 7-5 Count.

Moortown, 


England, April 27.—The British professional golfers 


scored a smashing and unexpected triumph in the Ryder cup matches 
at Moortown today, coming from behind to ‘rout the Americans and win 
back the trophy in one of the most surprising upsets in the history of 


international golf. 

Vive of the eight Britons conquered 
their American opponents in the sin- 
gles matches and one match was 
halved, the fingl point score standing: 

Great Britafn, 7; United States, 5. 

While the famous American imterna- 
tionalists, Hagen, Sarazen and Far- 
rell, were going down to devastating 
defeat, young Horton Smith, of Joplin, 
Mo., in his first match abroad, played 
brilliantly, defeating the veteran, Fred 
Robson, who finished fourth in last 
year’s British open, 4 and 2. 

SMITH GIVES THRILL. 

The smashing finish turned in by 
the youthful Missouri pro who sank a 
chip shot from 30 yards off the green 
to win the deciding hole was one 
bright spot in the American collapse. 
Another was the amazing golf turned 
in by Leo Deigel, American P. G. A. 
champioy, who was six under par for 
his morning round, to beat old Abe 
Mitchell, 9 and & 


Al Espinosa halved his match with 
Ernest Whitcombe and otherwise it 
was all Great Britain today. 

A particularly happy circumstance 
from the British point of view was 
the triumph of their captain, George 
Duncan, who downed Walter Hagen, 
10 and 8 

Duncan had been unsteady in the 
previous day's foursome play and his 
nervousness was reflected in the game 
of his teammates. The form reversal 
displayed by the British leader turned 
the tide of the entire match. The 
other Britons suddenly lost+their re- 
spective inferiority complexes § and 
blazed away with fresh confidence to 
unexpected victory. 

TURNING, POINT. 

They are saying in England tonight 
that Dunean’s brilliant performance 
may mean a turning point in British 
golf. as well, for the home-bred pro- 
fessionals heretofore have lacked con- 
fidence when matched against Ameri- 
cans, 

George Duncan has changed from an 


‘apparently beaten captain, sharing the 


sympathies of his countrymen, to a 
national sports hero. His 31 for his 
outward nine in the afternoon was as 
great an effort as international golf 
has known. 

“IT never was happier.” said the 
smiling Scot as he received the trophy 
from the hands of Samuel Ryder, its 
donor, “I’m glad I won my match, 
but the big thing is to win the cup.” 

While 15,000 golf enthusiasts milled 
about the clubhouse lawn, Duncan 
made a brief speech in which he point- 
ed out that the British campaign to 
regain the Ryder cup began weeks 
azo when the team started. training.

There is no Euro; | 
pean‘tennis player who can compare with Joyce Wethered’s skill at golf.

It is being pointed out here that 
there are three leading agricultural 
commodities which commonly furnish 
a good-sized exportable surplus— 
namely, wheat, rye and cotton and 
their products.

Volume of Trading in Stock 
Exchange Shows Daily In- 
crease; Call Money Rate Rise 
Stems Sales. 


New York, April 27.—With easier | 
time and eall money rates here at the 
beginning of this week, the volume of 
trading on the stock exchange steadily 
advanced daily from around 2,500,- 
000 shares, the. smallest in many 
months, to 4,500 shares with prices 
up within a week 10 points. 

Then call money began to advance 
and the stock market wanted to re- 
sume its activity and upward price 
movement but was being held in check 
by the money market. 

This situation naturally continued 
the controversy between those who 
believe money rates in a mistaken pol- 
icy are being made artificially high by 
some member banks working with the 
federal reserve to check stock market 
speculation and on the other side 
those who are standing behind the fed- 
eral reserve. 

Here for example was the way one 
active stock exchange man on the 
side first mentioned argued: “A 
couple of days ago call money was 
so ‘plentiful thdt it should have 
dropped to 6 per cent but the rate was 
artificially held at 7 1-2 per cent, 
advancing at the close of the week 
to 12, 

“To me, it seems that. what the 
member banks working with the fed- 
eral reserve to check stock specula- 
tion are doing is to say in effect that 
Smth, who wants to borrow money 
to carry stocks that he cannot get 
the money, while saying to Jones, 
who wants a loan to carry on his 
mercantile or agricultural business, 
that he can have money. 


Would Be Lower. 


the federal reserve had not 
withdrawn gold from ifs available 
supply by issuing gold back notes 
or had not thrown its holdings of 
government securities on the open 
market or had not decided not to re- 
place its holdings of maturing bank- 
ers’ acceptances, money rates would 
not be at the existing high level. 

“Hence it must be admitted that 
money is artificially high. Existing 
high artificial money rates are used 
by the federal reserve to point out 
that there is a dangerous credit sit- 
uation, 

“The alleged dangerous credit sit- 
uation is behind the refusal of the 
member banks who are working with 
the federal reserve to lend money to 
Smith who wants to speculate in the 
stock market while lending money to 
Jones who wants it for his mercan- 
tile business. 

“It is possible that officials of the 
federal reserve may sce inflation in 
the stock market or may see the pos- 
sibility of ‘frozen loans’ there and 


“Tf 


elsewhere later that the average man 


in Wall street cannot see. 

“The federal reserve«has a larger 
and more intimate viewpoint of the 
situation as a whole than those who 
are criticising. Officials of the fed- 
eral reserve may ‘be right in what 
ther are doing. From my viewpoint, 
however, it appears that what the 
federal reserve is doing will sooner 
or later hurt Jones because Smith will 
have less money to spend. ‘ 

Many not Afraid. 


“It appears to me, too, that despite 
what the federal reserve is doing and 
despite the existing high rates for 
money, there are many people who 
are not afraid of the credit situation 
and outlook.” 

That is the point of view of many 
people in and out of Wall Street in 
the existing controversy over federal’ 
reserve policy regarding credit which 
is being used in the stock market. 
Opposed to this is the viewpoint of the 
federal reserve as officially stated. In 
February it was pointed out that 
since the beginning of this year brok- 
ers’ loans had gone on increasing, 
meaning that the “volume of specula- 
tive credit is still growing, that com- 
ing at a time when the country had 
gold, the growing 
volume of sdocalathen eredit has al- 
ready produced some strain which has 
reflected itself in advances in the cost 
of credit for commercial uses; 
this is a matter that’concerns every

Style in Commercial Cars) Three Devices 


APPEARANCE ADDS TO PRESTIGE OF BUSINESS HOUSES 


Demanded by Business Men 


Minimize Wear 
On Automobiles 


The three devices that minimize 
wear and increase the automobile en- 
gine’s life are air cleaners, oil filter- 
ers and crankcase ventilator, students 
of General Motors Institute of Tech- 
nology were told in an address by 
Sumner S. Howard, director of serv- 
ice for AC Spark Plug Company. 

“The air cleaner prevents road dust 
from being breathed into the engine 
through the carburetor and causing 
excessive wear to eylinder walls; pis- 
ton rings, ete.,” Mr. Howard said.

It 
is the same as having no filter, and 
this is why the oil filter should be 
serviced after 10,000 miles’ operation. 

“An ally of the oil filter and air 
cleaner in preventing wear is the 
crankease ventilation, which removes 
or minimizes water and _ fuel that 
would contaminate the oil. Crank- 
case ventilation, which is in quite 
general use, is usually accomplished 
in two ways. One is to pass a blast 
of air from a fan through a _ tube, 
causing a suction from the crank- 
case, which carries with it any vap- 
ors that may be present in the crank- 
case.

Stowth of Ponce de Leon Church 
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Recalls Gift of George M. Brown 


BY MRS. T. L. LEWIS, 

The wonderful growth of Ponce de 
Leon Baptist church under the capa- 
ble leadership of Dr. Luther R. Chris- 
tie recalls a memorable event in the 
early life of this church. George My 
Brown, president of the Georgia Sav- 
ings and Trust Company, moved by 
the many tender recollections of his 
mother, created a fund for Ponce de 
Leon clairch that must be kept intact 
for 200 years. The fund is to be 
known as a memorial to Mr. Brown's 
mother, the wife of the late war gov- 


ernor, Joseph FE. Brown, and is to be 
known as “The Elizabeth Grisham 
Brown Benevolent Fund of the Ponce 
de Leon Avenue Baptist Church.” 
Only one-half of the annual income 
is to be used for benevolence, and the 
other half is to be added annually to 
the principal until November 14, 
2106, 200 years from the date of the 


-gift. After that date all the annual 


income can be used for benevolence, 
provided that the amount of the in- 
vested funds shall never be allowed 
to fall below the amount at which 
they stand on November 14, 2106. 

Mr. Brown wisely provides that a 
special board of 12 trustees, who are 
to be members of the Ponce de Leon 
chureh, shall have entire charge of the 
investment of this fund and of the 
proper disbursing of the income in 
consultation with the pastor. No 
part of the principal or interest is 
ever to be liable for the debts of the 
church or for current expenses of the 
ehurch. Mr. Brown places no re- 
strictions whatever upon the direc- 
tion in which the money is to be ex- 
pended, so that it be given to some 
missionary or benevolent object to 
which the Ponce de Leoh church con- 
tributes. He expresses a_ preference 
that the money be expended as far 
as possible in Atlanta and the state 
of Georgia. Mr. Brown speaks as fol- 
lows; 

“This fund was established Novem- 
ber 14, 1906, with an initia] donation 
from me of $3,000. Under the terms 
of the gift to the church, one-half of 
the net income each year Was to be 
donatéd by the board of trustees to 
such charities or missionary purposes 
as they thought best, and the other 
one-half of the income was to be add- 
ed to the principal sum, and all do- 
nations made to the fund by any in- 
dividual or member’ of the church 
were to be added to the principal 


sum. 
Rate of Interest. 


“At simple interest at the rate of 
4 per cent money doubles __itselt 
in 25 years and [ hoped that this fund 
at the end of 200 years would amount 
to $768,000. If the fund was so man- 
aged that it would double. during the 
first 50 years, the principal sum 
would then amount to $12,000, accord- 
ing to my calculations. It has so far 
gone fat beyond my expectations. At 
the end of 22 years, On October 5, 
1928, the principal sum amounted to 
$18,755.91, while donations during the 
22 years amount to $7,825.50. You 
will note that the donations to worthy 
cha@tities in 22 years amounted to 
more than two and one-half times the 
initial eapital of $3,000.

Purpose of Fund. 


“You will see we have managed this 
fund in a broad and liberal way and 
have not bound ourselves to purely 
Baptist sectarian causes. While I de 
not specifically state in the original 
deed of gift. one of the prime rea- 
sons I had for establishing this fund 
was to provide a fund from which 
pensions in the future could be pail 
to our ex-pastors or their wives should 
they be in need. The fund has grown 
from $3,000 to $18,755.91 and has 
given away $7,825.58 during the past 
22 years.” 

Mr. Brown sets a striking, safe ex- 
ample to those who have means and 
wish to commemorate the memory of a 
loved one in a safe way that it will 
continue to do good after they have 
croased “the bar.’ This recalls the fa- 
mous gift made to the city of Boston 
by Benjamin Franklin, which was 
not to be used for 100 years, but was 
to be compounded year by year until 
the expiration of that time. The 
amount of the gift was originally 
small, but recently, when the term of 
100 years had expired, it amounted 
to something like a half million dol- 
lars. At 3 per cent, money doubles 
itself four times in a century. Benja- 
min Franklin is still remembered as 
one of the great men of our country, 
and so will Mr. Brown be in the years 
to come. It will be told of his far- 
sighted business acumen, in honoring 
his mother, he is helping a church, the 
extent of which will be known only 
in eternity. 

One noteworthy difference in the 
gifts—Franklin’s was not touched un- 
til 100 years had expired, whereas one- 
half of the annual income of the Eliz- 
abeth Gresham Brow# Fund is now 
answering ma calls of benevolence. 
Mr. Brown's far-sighted business acu- 
men will be remembered in honoring 
his mother. He is helping others, the 
extent of which will only be known 


in eternity.

He Has a Foreign Policy. 


It is said by persons who are placed 
to understand his views that Hoover 
has distinctly definite ideas as to what 
his policy should be as to foreign 
relations. 

They are reputed to be somewhat 
different in particulars from the ideas 
of Chairman Borah and some other in- 
fluential members of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations. But the 
president believes that when, with the 
aid of his foreign minister, Secretary 
of State Stimson, any certain policy 
is pursued, or recommended, it will be 
fairly and patriotically dealt with by 
the committee and the senate. 

With respect to world peace move- 
ments Hoover can be set down at once 
in fayor of any international co-opera- 
tion which will not infringe upon the 
constitutional integrity and sovereign 
rights of the nation. He is thoroughly 
pacifist at heart, but is as far as any 
American from favoring “peace at any 
price.” 

World peace, in order to have his 
consent and support, must be based 
upon international equities and firm- 
ly grounded terms of righteausness. 

o make sure that such bases and 
terms will prevail in the conclusion he 
will stand for the surest preparedness 
of this country to stand for them 
and to enforce them if crowded to 
their -defence by pressure from any 
foreign source. 

That determination, however, does

Measures To Curb Crime 
When Legislature Meets

Editor Constitution: The alarming 
increase in crime conditions, not only 
in Georgia but throughout the entire 
nation, is an outstanding issue which 
must be met with scientific methods 
that are in keeping with progressive 
civilization. All modern conveniences 
and all products of science are at the 
disposal of those criminally inclined, 
as well as those of a peaceful and 
law-abiding uature. 

The study of criminology shows the 
causes that lead up to the commission 
of crime to be: defective heredity, dis- 
eases of early childhood, accidents, and 
bad environment. Inadequate legis- 
lation leaves the authorities practical- 
ly helpless in an honest effort to pre- 
vent this rapid increase. When sim- 
mered down to its final analysis we 
have the cause, we know the remedy, 
and not to apply it is a crime within 
itself. , 

Armed with irrefutable facts and 
feeling it for the best interests of so- 
ciety and the state of Georgia, I shal! 
introduce at.the next session of the 
Georgia legislature three measures 
which I fully believe will be a solu- 
tion to check the rapid increase in 
crime in Georgia. If a deterrent of 
crime is needed we must go to the 
fountain-heads, 

1. A bill go provide the necessary 
legislation for juvenile courts and offi- 
cers that we may be better equipped 
in handling our juvenile delinquents, 
and together with the child welfare 
societies be able to rehabilitate a great 
percentage of juvenile delinquents, 
which is the sole intention of thus 
establishing such a branch of our 
courts of justice. It will be the duty 
of this branch to-look after the chil- 
dren in our public schools, weed out 
the backward and unruly children, 
subject them te examination and 
treatment by an expert (appointee) 
unless parents of defective children 
prefer to have children treated pri- 
vately. In other words, it must be 
done. This will practically eliminate 
criminal tendencies and _ physical 
wrecks, 

*. A bill to provide sterilization. 
This covers a vast field for thought. 
This will prevent future criminals be- 
ing born of criminals. The hopelessly 
insane and imbecile should not be al- 
lowed to reproduce dependents of a 
like nature whose life to them is 
nothing and a burden to others. To 
provide this law will save our state 
countless dollars, to say nothing of 
private citizens. One family, a long 
line of descendants of an imbecile 
woman, cost the state of New York 
$1.000.000. If you should not be fam- 
iliar with the intention of this law, 
I suggest that you ask your physician 
who will gladly enlighten you as to 
its meaning and intention.

When robbery, thieving, and other 
minor offenses were punishable by 
death, it was not a deterrent, then, 
how in God's name can we expect it 
to be a deterrent of a capital offense? 


I sincerely believe, and I have on 
file quite a source of information from 
noted personages throughout the Unit- 
ed States, whose ideas coincide with 
miffe, that in many instances in the 
past a véry grave injustice has n 
inflicted on poor unfortunates who 
were mentally irresponsible for crimes 
they committed. Moreover, records 
show that in a number of cases inno- 
cent people have*been convicted and 
executed. «Now, is it not possible that 
other errors were made that were never 
brought to light? The great Lafay- 
ette said: “I shall ask for the aboli- 
tion of the death penalty until I have 
the infallibility of human judgment 
proven to me.” 


It is my opinion that in most cases 
of criminals guilty of a capital of- 
fense ‘that they are more a subject 
for the medical profession to cure 
than for the state to penalize, If they 
are mentally irresponsible we cannot 
hold them responsible for their abnor- 
mality, but we can prévide a more hu- 
mane manner in which to handle them. 

It is next to impossible to get an 
intelligent jury today to try ‘a mur- 
de: case from the fact that so many 
do not believe in capital punishment, 
If this was eliminated,.justice would 
be more swiftly and evenly meted out 
to criminals and would have far more 
weight than the fear of the electric 
chair in the prevention of major of- 
fenses., 

Clarence Darrow says: “If the full 
details of executions could be vividly 
told: if men and wemen could visual- 
ize the horror coming from the fear 
and dread of this shameful and cruel 
death; if people could feel the agony 
of the days of waiting; if they could 
grasp every detail—all normal human 
beings would be so shocked to think 
of their part in the horrible deed as 
to get rid of this barbarism that in- 
spires the desire to have some poor 
unfortunate killed by the state.” 

I am also in favor of the “Basic 
Science Law” and consider it one of 
the important measures to come be- 
fore the legislature. which is by no 
means a class legislation, but:a_ pre- 
caution taken for the benefit of the 
public at large. 

I have given the subjects of this 
article quite a bit of study, and I am 
“shooting” it straight from the shoul- 
der just as I see it. Should they be- 
come law, I sincerely believe that the 
state of Georgia will bave taken a 
step of which it will be. proud, and 
other states will follow suit.

A survey of construction and financ- 
ing methods for small homes is being 
made in Atlanta by the division of 
building and housing of the United 
States department of commercé, un- 
der the direction of Dr. Alanson D. 
Morehouse, mechanical engineer of the 
“rea of standards. Dr. Morehouse 
has been in Atlanta for several days, 
making his headquarters at the dis- 
trict office of the department in the 
federal building. 

The study he is making is being 
done in order to learn more about the 
problems of builders of small houses, 
and the manner in which they are 
meeting the requirements of the public. 
It is desired that the worksbe of as 
much value as possible to builders and 
to the building material groups, who 
should find it valuable to know more 
about the local practices in dwelling 
construction in the larger representa- 
tive cities which are being covered by 
this work. 

Dr. Morehouse particularly desires 
to secure detailed descriptions of some 
of the lower-priced houses which are 
being built on a commercial scale in 
Atlanta. Because of the scope of the 
study being made comparatively few 
personal inspections of individual 
houses can be made and the co-opera- 
tion of representative operative build- 
ers, contractors, material dealers and 
building inspectors will, therefore. be 
greatly appreciated by Dr. Moréhouse 
during his stay in Atlanta. 

The Atlanta survey is part of a na- 
tion-wide study which is being made 
by the bureau of standards in co- 
operation with the American Institute 
of Architecture, Better Homes in 
America movement, and other allied 
organizations, 

Dr. Morehouse is a graduate of Cor- 
nell university, of the class of 1893. 
and has been prominently identified 
with public works development, both 
in the United States and abroad, hav- 
ing spent three years in Guatemala 
in hydro-electric development and 
serving as mechanical engineer of the 
Great Gorgona shops employing 1,500 
men during the construction of the 
Panama Canal.

tan N the dim pages of history, long before 
eee the world knew the meaning of a written 
“See language, archaeologists have discovered 
yey evidence of man’s attempt to solve the 
problem of preserving foodstuffs from 
decay and deterioration. Perhaps there was a day, 
still earlier in the annals of the race, when the 
genus homo preferred his meats a bit rancid. Cer- 
tainly the lower types of animals did, and we can 
hazard a guess that the aroma of dead game was 
not unpleasant to our prehistoric prototypes. 


Wit’ advancing culture and a taste for cooked 
foods, that savage liking disappeared. Men still 
were at the mercy of the seasons for fresh foods, 
particularly fruits and vegetables. Meats could be 
cured and so preserved, but the native wild berries

it is a long leap up the scale of advancing Civili- 
zation from those prehisturic days to the complex 
social system of the Nile where Pharaohs held im- 
perial sway. Be sure that Tutankhamen must often 
have complained to the Royal Housekeeper because 
his wine was tepid. So on the banks of the Nile 
we find anotner type of refrigeration evolved— 
cooling by evaporation. Wines were placed within 
porous earthernware jars in beds of straw 
where the cool night winds would evaporate 
the moisture in the straw. For those less 
fortunate who must perforce drink water 
rather than wine, the same mé€thod served 

with equal success. 


And soanother step forward when we read 
of Alexander the Great commanding that 
snow be brought from the mouutain tops and 
Stored in artificial trenches.

Effective—but costly, even to the man who 
ruled the world of his day-and sighed for 
other worlds to conquer Centuries later, 
scientists were tu abandon the phalanx for 
the laboratory and conquer worlds that Alex- 
ander never dreamed of.

of delectable frozen milk ices

search and invention. 

years, however, natural ice, cut 
from rivers and lakes in the winter 
and stored in warehouses through 
the summer was to be the chief 
mears of refrigeration. In 1802 
enterprising American citizens es- 
tablished a2 number of companies 
for cutting and storing natural ice, 
beginning a great commercial en- 
térprise that was to dominate the field of refriger- 
ation for almost a century. 


Once started, this industry grew by leaps and 
bounds, In 1805 a Mr. Frederick Tudor, Boston 
merchant, conceived the idea of shipping natural 
ice to the island of Martinque in the West Indies 
to stay the ravages of yellow fever. That was the 
day of American shipping on every sea, and as late 
as 1883 American ice sold in Calcutta, India, half 
way around the world, for half the price of native 
ice in spite of a 43% loss in transit by melting. 


Meanwhiie the inventors were not idle. Dr. John 
Gorrie, of Apalachicola, Florida, and later a citizen 
of Georgia. invented the first cold air ice machine. 
Im 1860 Ferdinand Carre, a Frenchman, invented 
an ammonia absorption machine which introduced 
the principle of iceless refrigeration. During the 
war between the states the South, denied access to 
natural ice, heard of Carre’s work. Slockade fan- 
ners were engaged to bring Carre’s machine to the

Stocks and the Federal Reserve

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* (800,000, which he regarded as neoissary to 
prevent a severe panic. 

His action started quite a controversy. 
Senator Carter Glass, father of tye Pederal 
Reserve act, was scorching in his ‘eriticism, 
and felt that Mr. Mitchell should resign 
from the board whose policies he had thus 
flouted. Former Senator Robert L. Owen, 
another parent of the Federal Ressrve, was 
just as warm in his praise of Mr. Mitchell, 
and apparently the directors of tho Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York did not disap- 
prove. 

Opinion in congress is equally contradic- 
tory, one group of congressmen talking vig- 
orously of more stringent federal legisla- 
tion to crub speculation and another group 
demanding that the government keep its 
hands off and let business regulate itself. 

This present bull market is not a new 
thing. During the war business enterprises 
expanded their productive capacities to 
meet war-time demands. These were in 
excess of peace-time needs, and after the 
War a general readjustment. to smaller pro- 
duction schedules was necessary. During 
this period of readjustment, however—from 
1919 to 1921—-there was great activity. 


Then followed a period of comparative 
inactivity, from 1921 to January, 1924 In 
these years we imported large amounts of 
gold, since European nations were not sell- 
ing us enough goods te pay for their pur- 
chases from us and therefore had to pay 
in gold. 


The situation improved in 1924 until by 
1925 we had a condition of active business, 
coupled with ample ability on the part of 
the Federal Reserve banks to len@ at low 
rates of interest, because of their large sup- 
ply of European gold. Corporations, ap- 
parently, were on the verge of much larger 
profits. Stocks rose rapidly. There was a 
great bull market. 


Business slowed up somewhat in 1926, 
and: consequently stocks paused in their up- 
ward push. 


Then, in August, 1927, the Federal Re- 
serve banks stepped into the pictare. With 
the idea of stimulating business, and, inci- 
dentally, of helping Europe, they reduced 
the lending or rediscount rate from 4 to 
3 1-2 per cent, thus enabling the banks 
which borrowed from them to lend out 
money to individuals and business houses 
at a lower rate than previously. 


The normal result was to increase the 
use of credit—increase it to the point 
where it exceeded the needs of productive 
business. With a good outlook for increas- 
ing profits in business, and with ample 
credit available at low cost, this surplus 
was turned into the channels of specula- 
tion. A rapid rise of prices on the Stock 
Exchange followed. 


That was the first result of the low re- 
discount rate. The second result was that 
European countries, scenting a bargaim, be- 
gan to buy gold here, and one by one went 
over to the gold standard of money, back- 
ing up their paper money with a gold re- 
serve. 

This selling of gold to European @ountries 
naturally decreased the supply here, and 
thus tended to increase the rate of Interest. 
Hence in the early part of February, 1928, 
the rate of interest of the Federal Reserve 
banks was put back at 4 per cent. 


In the opinion of some this step should 
have been taken sooner. Perhaps we had 
too long a period of cheap money. Business 
had been well financed and the surplus 
simply encouraged speculation. Moreover, 
the Federal Reserve board did not consist- 
ently follow up its policy of checking down 
credits, but vacillated for several months. 
As money, however, grew somewhat tighter 
they increased their rates again in May, 
1928, to 4 1-2 per cent, and in July to 5 
per cent, where they still stay at this writ- 
ing. 

What is the Federal Reserve and how 
Goes it thus manage to hold the whip hand 
over the stock market? 

The Federal Reserve system waz formed 
in 1913, after a long period of preparation 
and thorough discussion, with the idea of 
stabilizing credit throughout the country. 
Jt consists of twelve Federal Resarve banks 
with branches. These do not fcept de- 
posits from or make loans to fadividuals 
or business concerns, but are strigtly banks 
for banks and fiscal] agents for the Fecera! 
government. All the national Banks must 
belong to the system; state bankf end trust 


companies may be admitted to membership, 
provided they meet certain conditions. 

The Federal Reserve board stands at the 
head of the system, with powers of gen- 
era] supervision and control over the Re- 
serve banks. This board is composed of 
eight members, of whom six are nominated 
by the president and approved by the sen- 
ate, the other two being the comptroller of 
the currency and the secretary of treasury. 
There is also an advisory board of twelve 
members, each Federal Reserve bank elect- 
ing one member. 

Each member bank in the system must 
subscribe 6 per cent of its paid up capital 
and surplus to the Reserve bank in its dis- 
trict, of which one-half is paid in. This 
capital is largely invested in United States 
government securities and other eligible ac- 
ceptances and staple commercial paper, 
thus creating a national credit reserve. 

The unified control of this reserve is one 
of the important functions of the Federal 
Reserve system. Ordinarily the reserves of 
each one of the twelve Federal Reserve 
banks are under the control of the authori- 
ties of that bank, but in case of need the 
Federal Reserve board is authorized to 


shift these reserves from one bank to an- 
other to meet local credit needs. For ex- 
ample, in the fall, when large sums of 
money are required in the grain states, 
the board, if it were necessary, could direct 
the Philadelphia bank to discount the notes 
of the Minneapolis bank. This unified 
control and shifting of credit is a great 
help in the prevention of local panics. 


But the prevention of panics is only one 
of the powers and possibilities of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system. It can also affect 
the prices of commodities dnd of stocks, 
as has been amply proved in the last few 
months. 


This does not mean that it can affect 
the prices of any individual commodity, 
but it can, to a certain extent, lower or in- 
crease the general average of commodity 
prices throughout the country. It can do 
this, for instance, by going into the general 
market and buying up gradually large 
quantities of marketable securities. This 
releases into the market equivalent quan- 
tities of cash, thus making the dollar cheap, 
decreasing its buying value and hence frais- 
ing prices. 

If prices show a tendency to rise too high, 
the Federal Reserve banks can pursue ex- 
actly the opposite course. They can grad- 
ually sell large quantities of the securtties 
in their vaults, thus taking the cash that 
is paid for them out of the market, mak- 
ing the dollar scarcer, increasing its buying 
value and hence lowering prices. 

Similarly the Federal Reserve banks can 
influence the quantity of money that flows 
in and out of the market by raising or low- 
ering the rate at which it lends to the 
member banks of its system—in other 
words, the rediscount rate. 

The raising and lowering of the Federal 
Reserve rediscount rate normally decreases 
or increases the funds available for the 
stock market. Why is this so? Because 
if it costs a bank 5 per cent to borrow 
from the Federal Reserve banks, it must 
charge its customers a higher rate of in- 
terest than if it borrows at, say, 3 per 
cent. The higher rate of interest will dis- 
courage borrowing by the bank's customers 
unless they are reasonably sure of being 
able to make a profit well in excess of the 
high interest rate. 

If the bank does not advance the rate 
which it charges borrowers, it may place 
limits on the loans which it extends. In 
times of crisis it often asks a prospective 
customer what he wishes to do with the 
money. If he says he wishes to buy stocks 
for speculation it may refuse to lend, and 
often does; whereas it would lend for ordi- 
nary business purposes. 

In its effort to check the use of credit 
for speculation the Federal Reserve board 
has made two moves. It has raised the 
rediscount rate until it is now 5 per cent. 
It has notified its member banks that it 
does not wish to encourage loans for specu- 
lation, and in consequence the, member 
banks have been more chary about making 
call loans. 

But while these steps doubtless have 
tended to check the use of credit for specu- 
lation, they Pave not been as effective as 
might have been ex;ected. Prosperity has 
been widespread throughout the country 
and money has been plentiful, and as the 
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rates for call money advanced to 10, 12, 
15 and 20 per cent big business men and 
corporations began withdrawing some of 
their surplus deposits from the banks and 
putting them out in call loans. In addi- 
tion loans on call came from non-member 
banks all over the country and from 
abroad. 

The higher the rates paid, the stronger 
the temptation has been to take money 
away from other enterprises and invest it 
in the call money market. A friend of 
mine told me a day or two ago that he 
happened to meet at dinner one evening 
a large exporter who said that he had just 
put nearly a million dollars out on call. 
“Why should I take risks in the market,” 
he asked, “when I can get high rates by 
loaning my money on call, protected by the 
borrower's securities, and let some one else 
take the risks? ” 

It is noteworthy also that these high 
rates of interest for call money have not 
seemed to discourage the bolder specula- 
tors. 

These call loans from sources other than 
banks and bankers now constitute more 
than 50 per cent of the total loans made 
today. On April 10 these “bootleg loans,” 
as they are called, had increased to more 
than $2,882,000,000 out of a total of $5,427,- 


000,000. Since these loans are not made 
directly by the banks they have practical- 
ly no control over them, and one of the 
chief difficulties of the present situation 
is the apparent inability of the Federal Re- 
serve board to control these “bootleg loans.” 


These “bootleg loans” are practically all 
made on the basis of call loans. It seems 
desirable, therefore, that we understand the 
exact method by which call loans are 
handled. 


Call loans, as the name indicates, are 
loans made subject to being called for pay- 
ment at the pleasure of the lender. It is 
also the borrower's privilege to pay when- 
ever he chooses. 

Ordinarily a bank has the right to call 
loans at any time during banking hours. 
As a rule, however, calls are made not later 
than 1 p. m., and then the borrower has 
until 2:15 p. m. the following day to settle. 

Generally call loans are made through 
brokers on the Stock Exchange, although 
they may be made direct by a bank to the 
borrower. After the work of the clearing 
house is done, banks know about how much 
money they will have that day available 
for loans on call. The brokers gather on 
the Stock Exchange and make their bids 
for loans. Call loans are naturally made 
on collateral that is acceptable to the bank, 
ordinarily collateral that can be sold prac- 
tically at any time, such as securities of 
railroads, public utilities, industrial cor- 
porations or of national, state or local gov- 
ernments. The borrower signs a loan agree- 
ment which gives the bank the right to 
sell the collateral if the loan is not paid 
promptiy when it is due, or else to require 
a deposit of additional collateral. 


Generally call loans are made on a mar- 
gin. For example, a man wishing to buy 
100 shares of a stock at a total price of 
$10,000, will turn over to his broker, say 
$3,000 (30 per cent cash), which is his mar- 
gin. The broker will then buy $10,000 
worth of the stock for him and deposit it 
with a bank as security for a loan. Should 
the bank be willing to loan only $5,000 (50 
per cent) on the stock, the broker carries 
the balance of $2,000. The customer pays 
his broker interest on the purchase price 
of the stock less the cash he ‘the customer) 
provides. In this case he would pay in- 
terest on $7.000. If the stock falls in price 
below the $7,000, the speculator must put 
up more cash margin or be sold out. Some- 
times, in the case of government bonds, a 
10 per cent margin is sufficient. On the 
average about 20 per cent would be asked. 
Sometimes as high as 50 per cent margin 
is none too safe. All depends, of course, 
on the stock security. 

Moreover, a call loan changes its rate 
whenever the market changes, which is an- 
nounced from day to day. Of course, the 
lender does not insist on a new note each 
time the rate changes, but the loan simply 
follows the market rate. 

It will be noted that on call loans, de- 
Spite the usury laws, on an amount not Jess 
than $5,000, any bank or individual banker 
in New York can collect as compensation 
any sum’ agreed upon in writing by the 


parties to the transaction. Banks can easily 
evade the usury law by purchasing the bor- 
rower’s paper at a discount instead of 
loaning outright, or by charging a premium 
or bonus for the loan. Another practice 
is for the borrower to leave a considerable 
part, ordinarily 20 per cent at least, of the 
loan on deposit in the bank, which can, of 
course, be used by the bank. 

Up to the present time the Federa] Re- 
serve banks have not been able to lessen 
the amount of money offered on these call 
loans, though the present rate and the 
board's warning to its member banks doubt- 
less have served to check to a very con- 
siderable degree the amount of money that 
would otherwise have been offered. 

Speculation has also been somewhat 
diminished by the last two setbacks in the 
stock market. Doubtless many of the lambs 
have been pretty well shorn by the sudden 
Grops in the values of stocks, which could 
not be met by increasing the margins, so 
that the stocks were sold and the invesfors 
lost heavily. Frequent warnings have been 
issued that margins must be increased, and, 
doubtless, the margins have been increased 
in many cases, but this also has shut out 
many of the more reckless speculators. 

These drops in the stock market and calls 
for more margin, coming on the heels of 
the Federal Reserve board’s warning to 
member banks seeking to discourage loans 
for speculations, have brought a storm of 
criticism. The board has been criticized 
for everything it, did and for everything 


it failed to do. It has been criticized for 


warning its member banks to discourage 
loans on speculation. 

If the Federal Reserve board continues 
to exert its influence toward discouraging 
speculation while loaning money freely at 
even the high rates of interest now re- 
quired, there will doubtless eventually be a 
slowing up of business; but we need not 
anticipate a crash. If, still further, the 
larger banks of the country offer money 
in rather large quantities at reasonable 
rates, that in itself will have a tendency 
toward holding rates down. Large amounts 
of money for lending on call would prob- 
ably not be available at a 6 or 7 per cent 
rate. Higher rates, 10 or 15 per cent, some- 
times induce people to lend. It seems 
probable that with the present situation 
continued, there will be later in the sea- 
son, when the demand for money for legiti- 
mate purposes normally increases, a some- 
what higher rate maintained than would 
be desirable. 

The situation is not the most fortunate; 
but practically no thoughtful people yet 
desire the interference of the government. 
It seems much better to let the business 
men, the Federal Reserve board and the 
Stock Exchange handle the situation. It 
has even been suggested that the Stock Ex- 
change, by changing the rules so that it 
could insist upon semi-monthly settlements. 
following largely the English rules, could 
check the present tendencies: but it is by 
no means certain that the Stock Exchange 
will find it necessary to adopt such a radi- 
cal measure. 

As we look backward the Federal Reserve 
board has apparently been too slow to act 
in several instances. It has followed the 
policy of healing, not preventing; of: follow- 
ing, not leading. The public expects, and 
has a right to expect, something better 
from so able and distinguished a board. 

When there seems to be a tendency for 
business to fall below normal] the Federal 
Reserve board should begin promptly to 
forestall this tendency by buving securi- 
ties; following this up, if need be, by low- 
ering the rate of interest. The opposite 
pohcy should be followed when business is 
increasing faster than is normal. Let the 
board lead. not follow. 

The chief business of the Federal Reserve 
board is to conserve and promote the ordi- 
nary course of business; to prevent undue 
slackening of business on the one hand 
and undue promotion of business on the 
other. It must represent thé agricultural, 


industrial and commercial interests of the 


country, not the speculative interests.

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- Crippled Heroes of Sport 


One the Honor Rolls of Athletics Are the Names of Many Heroes Who Have ()vercome Stadgering 
Handicaps—Both Physical and Psychological—to Make Good. Their Achievements 
Are a Lesson in Spartan Courage and the Will te Win

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iGaaisavG the odds is half the 
battle of life. Overcoming seem- 
ingly unsurmountable obstacles is 
what makes life worth living. 


There is scarcely a successful business 
man living who has not had to overcome 
handicaps which would have caused less 
courageous men to be content with a place 
farther down the ladder. But in few in- 
stances have these handicaps been physi- 
cal. 

The sport world, however, furnishes 
countless illustrations to show that man, 
impelled by lionlike courage and fearless 
determination, has overcome the handicap 
of bodily ailments and physical defects. 

The most recent case is that of Charles 
Claggett, a Princeton sophomore, who 
though his legs have been in a semi-para- 
lyzed condition since childhood as a re- 
sult of infantile paralysis is one of the 
outstanding performers on the Tiger gym 
team. 

Claggett twice won first place on the 
flying rings in Qual meets last winter. He 
hobbles to the rings on a cane, throws it 
aside and performs exercises which some 
veterans cannot duplicate. 

Claggett went to Princeton from the St. 
Louis Country Day School, and after tak- 
ing exercises in the gymnasium during the 
fall reported for the freshman gym team. 
He has marvelously developed arms and 
shoulders and showed great aptitude on the 
flying rings and high bar. According to 
Coach Swinnerton, he “learned to do as 
much in three months as many ordinary 
boys do in four or five years 

Friends of the writer have remarked that 
young Clagegett’s accomplishment is re- 
markablie And so it is, but it is by no 
means unique. The. secret of. Claggett’s 
success lies in the fact that he has the 
‘heart,’ which in sports terminology’ is 
what they call fighting spirit 

There was a Similar case up at Dart- 
mouth a few years ago—that of George 
Slosson As a freshman, Slosson reported 
to Harry Hiilman, the Green track and 
field coach, and announced his candidacy 
for a position on the cub squad. Hillman 
took one look at Slosson’'s right leg, which 
had suffered as a result of } 
paralysis, and asked the freshman what 
he was trying out for. The latter amazed 
him by replying the “big jump 

The traditional athlete ha irvived 
down through the ages as a figure of hard 
and complete muscular perfection. It is 
inconceivable that any of his arms or leg 
should be missing, or that he shot 
blind or crippled in some other fashion 
Nevertheless the annals of sport are filled 
with the accomplishments of blind fight- 
ers, crippled football players, one-armed 
rolfers and tennis players And the rec- 


ord iow that these handicapped 
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men have beaten perfect physical speci- 
mens at their own game. 

It was St. Matthew who said, “The spirit 
is willing, but the flesh is weak.” Sport 
stories seldom contain a reference to the 
Bible, but Matthew's now famous line often 
is quoted, 

Spartan-like courage causes an athlete to 
forget physical wounds in football and to 
face his Alma Mater’'s rivals when he 
should be in a hospital recuperating. 

Not many years back Eddie Hart, of 
Princeton, fractured his neck. But he 
wasn't through with football. He had a 
harness made which protected the injured 
sector, and there was no greater tackle on 
the field when he went into action. 

Herbert, an ex-Syracuse star who had 
suffered a broken vertebra and who had 
been in a plaster cast for months, had the 
“heart’—and the nerve—to take another 
chance, this time on the Boston univer- 
sity team. With the help of a brace he 
could play as well as ever 

‘Aside from men weakened by physical 
injuries, football has had its share of phys- 
ical “freaks’”—men who no one would ever 
dream could don moleskins and cleats in 
actual gridiron warfare. Tex Neely was a 
star guard at Dartmouth in the war days, 
although he had only one arm. Brice Tay- 
lor, colored athlete at the University of 
Southern California, a track ace in the 
dashes, became the lead-man in the back- 
field interference, although one arm was 
cut off at the elbow 

Every follower of football recalls the case 
of Brick Marcus, of the University of Cal- 
ifornia. Marcus had weak eyes and had 
lo wear glasses, He had a special type 
of glass arrangement fitted into his head- 
gear, and it was this bespectacled halfback 
who wrecked Pennsvivania on Christmas 
day, 1927 

Jo Pendergast, a backfield luminary at 
Princeton, wore a mask, as did Fischer. ol 
Columbia. The latter was a big MNneman 
whose one weakness was poor vision. Like 
Marcus, he wore vlaASSeS, and protected 

them with a specially constructed mask 
and played a good enough brand of foot- 
ball to earn a regular place on the Lion 
forward line 

An outstanding example Of possession of 
heart and spirit is found in the person of 
Harris Turner, of Saskatoon, Canada. Tur- 
ner lost the sight of both eyes during the 
war. Despite this tremendous handicap 
Turner kept on with his beloved golf after 
his return from the front, and today plays 
@ tar better game than the averawe duffer 
with two good eyes, 

He learned how to wet the right direction 
from his caddie, place his club head against 

he ball, and then take his stance without 
noving the club head. After the approach, 
Turner has tis cadd vive him the right 
ine to thé vreen, and the estimated dis- 
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tance. On the green the caddie rattles 
the flag stick im the cup and Turmer makes 
his putt toward the sound. Rare courage, 
indeed. 

Equally as remarkable is the story of 
Tom McAuliffe, of Buffalo, who had both 
arms taken off at the shoulder. Yet he 
continued to play golf by practicing with 
a club held between his right shoulder and 
his neck and finally working out a true 
pendulum motion that hit the ball a re- 
spectable distance. 

J. Edmund Dowd, of Cortland, N. Y., had 
his right leg taken off at the hip, but still 
plays golf. He has learned a system of 
balancing himself on one leg so that he 
can still] swing with correct form. Ernest 
Jones, professional at the Women's Na- 
tional Golf Club, lost his leg in France. 
Despite his physical disability he has play- 
ed around the difficult St. Andrews, Scot- 
land, course in 73, balancing himself on 
one feot to make his shots. 

Ome of the greatest stories of beating 
the odds in golf is that of Tommy Armour, 
former American and Canadian open cham- 
piom. Before the war Armour showed 
great ability as a golfer in his native Scot- 
land. Then the guns boomed across the 
channel and Tommy dropped his golf culbs 
and jeined the army. 

While hé was serving in the tank corps 
an expleding grenade tore most of the 
muscle off one arm and blinded him in the 
left eye. After leaving the hospital he fin- 
ished his army career as a staff officer. 

It looked as though his golfing days were 
over. A crippled arm and one eye are no 
equipment for a man who hopes to excel 
in one of the most scientifically exact of 


al games. 


But Tommy Armour was made of the 
stuff which spells success. He came _ to 
America some years ago and competed in 
many amateur tournaments. Several sea- 
sons back he turned professional.

He plays with 
a racquet that has a handle three inches 
longer than usual. The handle fits into a 
special metal groove, which in turn, is at- 
tached to an elbow brace. He serves un- 
derhand and has developed a dependable 
ground game. 

It must not be forgotten that 
who have physical handicaps also face, 
psychologically, discouraging factors of 
laughter and ridicule. 

It took “Specs” Torporcer some years to 
convince people that a big league plaver, 
especially an infielder, could play bal) with 
giasses on. “Specs” Meadows, as a pitcher 
of course, was not badly handicapped on 
the field, but the darger of a spectacied 
infield player being hit by a fast bal] ts 
always prevalent. 

In three-fingered Brown of the old Cubs. 
baseball had one of the greatest pitchers 
of all time. Brown was one of the star 
twirlers in the days when the Cubs and the 
Giants were the deadliest rivals. 

Brown's right hand—his pitching one— 
only had three fingers, the index finger 
and the “pinkey” being mere stubs. Yet 
he could hur! the ball with marvelous con- 
to) and with the queerest and most pur- 
zling curves and breaks. 

On the team with Brown was one of the 
best catchers in big league basebal)—Jim- 
my Archer. He was the only one able to

FTER the affair of the murders 
in the Rue Morgue, Dupin be- 
came more famous perhaps than 
any person in Paris. It is quite 
improbable, though, that he thought he 
should ever return to the solution of an- 
other mystery. 

“ If that was his thought he was likely 
doomed to disappointment, for some two 
years afterward there came the strange 
case of the murder of a young girl named 
Marie Roget. 

Marie Roget was the only daughter of a 
widow named Estelle Roget. The father 
had died during the child’s infancy and 
until eighteen months before the assas- 
sination the mother and daughter had 
lived together in the Rue Pavee Saint An- 
Gree; madame there keeping a “pension” 
assisted by Marie. Affairs thus went on 
until her twenty-second year, when Marie 
attracted the attention of a perfumer and 
was engaged by him to work in his shop. 

His guess was right and the rooms soon 
became famous as the haunt of this sprite- 
ly “grisette.” The girl had been in the 
employ of the shop more than a year when 
one day she disappeared and M. Le Blanc, 
her employer, and Mme. Roget were frantic 
over the disappearance. The public papers 
took up the theme, and the police were 
making serious investigations, when one 
morning, after the lapse of a week, Marie, 
in good health, but with somewhat sad- 
dened air, made her usual appearance at 
the counter in the perfumery shop. All 
inquiry was hushed and Mme. Roget told 
the police that her daughter had been 
spending a week with 
country. 

It was soon forgotten that such an affair 
had occurred. Five months passed when 
her friends were alarmed by her sudden 
disappearance again. Three days elapsed 
and on the fourth her corpse was found 
floating in the Seine, near the shore which 
is opposite the Quartier of Rue St. Andree 
and at a point not very far from the se- 
cluded neighborhood of the Barriere du 
Roule. 

The investigation had proceeded rather 
hopefully when after six days no further 
clue was found. The disappearance had 
come on June 22 and it was not until July 
18 that G—— called on us for a second 
time in his career and begged aid. He was 
considerably piqued by his failure to ferret 
out the assassins, 

Dupin listened with interest to the long 
speech that was made informing him of the 
affair, but I knew that behind the green 
glasses his eyes were dropping their lips 
in sleep.

The next morning at his behest I went to 
the Prefecture and procured 4 full report 
of the evidence elicited and we went over 
it minutely. 

Marie Roget left the residence of her 
mother in the Rue Pavee Saint Andree 
about 9 o'clock in the morning of Sunday, 
June 22, 18—. In going out she gave no- 
tice to a M. Jacques St. Eustache that she 
was going to spend the day with an aunt 
who resided in the Rue des Dromes. The 
Rue des Dromes is a short and narrow 
Street in another part of town some two 
miles away from the residence of Mme. 
Roget. St. Eustache was a suitor of Ma- 
rie’s and it seemed that she looked with a 
little favor on his suit. 

When evening came he planned to go for 


ber at the home of her aunt. No one else 
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knew that her supposed intention was to 
spend the day at the Rue des Dromes. 
When evening finally did come, it was rain- 
ing and storming and he decided that the 


girl would be spending the night with her - 


aunt as she had done on a previous occa- 
sion. 


On Monday the disappearance was first 
noticed, and on Wednesday, a M. Beauvais, 
who had been active in the s@arch, had 
been informed that a corpse had been 
found in the Seine and towed ashore. 
Beauvais identified it at once as that of 
the perfumery girl. The face was suffused 
with dark blood. On the right arm were 
the excoriations of ropes. The flesh of 
the neck was much swollen. 
lace was found tied around the neck in a 
sailor’s knot. 


The clothes were disordered. Strips had 
been torn from the garments and wrapped 
around the waist with a kind of hitch in 
the back. 

After recognizing the corpse, Beauvais 
had it hastily interred not far from the 
spot where it was brought ashore. The 
weekly papers took up the affair to give 
their own attempts at s@lution of the prob- 
lem. These 
“L’Etolie”: 

“Mile. Roget left the house of her mother 
on Sunday morning, June 22, with the os- 
tensible purpose of going to see an aunt 
in the Rue des Dromes. From that hour 
no one is able to say that he has seen her. 
Now we have no evidence that Marie Roget 
was in the land of the after 9 
o'clock on Sunday. Yet we do have proof 
that she was alive up till that hour. . 
She was found at 9 o'clock (or the sup- 
posed corpse of Marie Roget was found) on 
Wednesday morning, three days to an hour 
almost after her disappearance.” 

“Now those who are guilty of such hor- 
rible crimes as this choose darkness rather 
than light for such infamous deeds. Thus 
we see, since they must have waited till 
night to dispose of the body, that this 
corpse, if it be Marie Roget, could have 
been in the water only two days and a 
half at the most. All experience has 
shown that drowned bodies or bodies 
thrown into the water immediately after 
death by violence do not rise to the top 
for six or ten days, until sufficient de-

“Now the body which M. Beauvais him- 
self is said to have had difficulty in identi- 
fving must have been in the water at least 
fifteen days to have been so decomposed 
as to make identification difficult.’

“We are told that M. Beauvais had the 
body hastily interred without even permit- 
ting the mother of Mademoiselle Roget to

Another journal, L. Comerciel, took a 
quite different view of the thing. 

“We are persuaded that a false scent has 
been taken in regard to the Barriere du 
Roule. We do not believe that it is neces- 
sary that the crime should have been com- 
mitted near the Barriere du Roule. The 
fact that a piece of the unfortunate girl's 
petticoats was torn and tied around her

chin shows that it was done to prevent 


screams. This was done by fellows who 
have no pocket handkerchiefs. There are 
numerous gangs of blackguards in the 
vicinity— 

“Le Soliel” unearthed a new bit of infor- 
mation. 


“In a thicket in the Barriere du Roule 
was found by two little boys at play, in a 
close thicket, three or four large stones 
forming a kind of seat. Near these lay a 
white petticoat, a silk scarf, gloves and a 
pocket handkerchief bearing the name of 
‘Marie Roget.” The bushes were broken 
down and there appears to have been a 
path to the stream, over which an appar- 
ently heavy body was dragged.” 

News was constantly turning up. A few 
days after we had been informed of the 
circumstances of the case, we learned that 
Jacques St. Eustache had committed sui- 
cide with laudanum and that he left a 
letter affirming his love for Marie. We 
also learned the Madame Roget had said 
on the morning Marie disappeared, that 
She feared she would “never see her daugh- 
ter again alive.” 

“L’Etoile” again took the lead. It had 
been discovered that on the evening of the 
murder a band of blackguards had made 
a fiendish attack in another part of the 
city. It was also found that Marie had 
been seen on the afternoon of the day of 
her disappearance proceeding toward the 
Barriere Du Roule with a tall, dark man, 
evidently a lover. 

“L’Etoile” by this time was far ahead in 
the massing of evidence, and it had con- 
cluded that it had.the entire facts of the 
case: Marie Roget had gone to see a lover, 
they had proceeded to the Barriere du 
Roule, a band of blackguards had attacked 
them, both had finally been killed, and the 
one body had come to light by the finding 
of the body of Marie Roget in the Seine. 

It was after hearing all this evidence that 
Dupin, his keen analysis taking in every 
detail of the story, began to attempt his 
remarkable, yet quite simple and logical 
solution. He pointed out to me the incon- 
sistencies in the evidence.

derer in addition to being a——, he carries 
the body to the river, that is all. He is a 
tall, dark man and was seen with her. Now 
I have one clue to add. A boat was picked 


up in Paris the next morning minus a 


tiller. I have the description. of that boat 


we are ready to trace the murderer.” 


That was the way in which the search 
began, which in a short time led to the 
conviction of the murderer. Compéred to 
his study of the crime before this point, it 
Was aN anti-climax more than a climax.

HERE is no greater drama in the 
history of the sea than the de- 
struction of the Invincible Ar- 
in 1588.

furnishes the climax to the brilliant career 
of Sir Francis Drake, who was one of the 
greatest pirates of all time. 

With the coming of the Armada, Drake 
stepped out of the character of pirate, and 
became a naval commander, legitimately 
employed in fighting for the preservation 
Hitherto he had devoted 


his life to attacking and looting the ships 


of his country. 
and coionial towns of Spain, a friendly 
power. Now Spain was out to avenge those 
attacks and lootings by wiping England oft 
and Drake 
forward to become the outstanding hero ol 


the map of nations, stepped 


England's defending forces. 

Drake’s expeditions against the Spanish 
coast, the Spanish gold fleets and the 
Spanish possessions in the Western World, 
had been going on for vears. Once he 
had brought home his single vessel, almost 
Sinking with the weight of Spanish gold, 
and Queen Elizabeth was very happy to get 
her share of it. Once he had returned with 
a fair cargo of Joot. Sevcral times he had 
returned without much to show for his ef- 
forts, and had gained the queen’s dts- 
pleasure because he had little loot to offer 
her. But in 1588 he was still the greates: 
man in England in the estimation of mos’ 
of the English people. For it must be re- 
membered that. although Spain and Eng- 
land had not been at war during these 
years of the Dreke freebooting expeditions, 
the two countries cherished monumental 
hatreds, one for the other. And everybody 
in both countries knew that war was com- 
ing. ; 

When the Armada appeared off the 
Lizard; July 19,:1588,. Sir Francis Drake was 
bowling with some of his officers at Ply- 
mouth Hoe. Legend savs he heard the news 
of the approach of the Spanish fleet non- 
chalantly, and said to his excited captains, 
“Well, there’s pienty of time to finish this 
game. We'll beat the Spanish afterwards.” 
And he may have said it. 

Drake was not in supreme command of 
the English fleet. He was subordinate in 
rank to the Lord High Admiral, Lord 
Thomas Howard. But Drake was merely 
a personage. 

There were about one hundred and twen- 
ty ships in the Spanish fleet. Half were 
men-of-war. The rest were tenders, sup- 
ply ships, hospital ships, and various aux- 
iliary vessels. One was a treasure ship, 
carrying a heavy load of gold and silver 
to pay the sailors from week to week and 
buy such supplies as might be taken on at 
friéndly ports. 

The Spaniards were out to make a thor- 
ough job of the destruction of England and 
her power. They had the ships, the men, 
the guns and the gold to do it. Spain had 
been transporting the gold and silver across 
from the Americas for the better part of 
a century, and her wealth was unprece- 
dented in the history of nations. Drake 
had been the one great hindrance to the 
continuous free flow of gold from America 
te Spain. He had pirated on the high seas 
and looted Spanish towns, so that Spain's 
treasure fleets were no longer secure in 
their. sailings. Spain was now swooping 
down upon Drake and his island to: blo! 
out this scourge forever.

Shocked to Discover a Bit of Chicago Flourishing In Its Midst, London Has Been Cleaning House. 
: The “Busting” of One Big Jazz Den Ring Has Paved the Way for a New Pleasure 
Quarter Designed Especially to Attract American Tourists

HEWING the sweet cud of an idea 
that the promiscuous naughtiness 
of Paris is fast becoming a lia- 
bility rather than an asset in an 

age when women insist upon sharing the 

travels and night life of their men folk, 

London is dreaming. 

She sees rising out of the mists of the 
future a soaring, white, pleasure city, gay 
with lights and laughter, sprinkled with ex- 
quisite fashion shops between opulent ho- 
tels and garnished with cosmopolitan cafes 
sandwiched between smart dance haunts— 
a city of parks and playgrounds and en- 
chanting apartments, easily outstripping 
Paris and Berlin in the race to be the first 
great pleasure and business port of call 
in the Eastern Hemisphere, gathering the 
cream of the vast and growing tourist traf- 
fic and gutting its pockets before passing 
it on. And this new city will be cle&n, sir, 
clean! 

The British home secretary, armed with 
deportation orders and aided by a hard- 
faced public prosecutor, and Lord Byng 
and his Scotland Yard sleuths, supported 
hy the astute legitimate pleasure interests. 
have been bus} on the cleaning-up job. The 
results to date have astonished the coun- 
try and provided the biggest scandal in 
the century-old history of the British po- 
lice. 

Six or eight months ago the suggestion 
that the curtailing of drinking hours to 
eight ‘two and one-half at noon and five 
and one-Ealf at night) had already brought 
jn a mild epidemic of that peculiarly Amer- 


ican disease whose symptoms are the pro- 
tection-payaf speakeasy and the grafting 
policeman, would have raised a loud laugh 
from nine Englishmen out of every ten. 
London is not New York, still less Chi- 
cago. 

And then an indiscreet elderly gentleman 
took a young typist for a now world-fa- 
mous stroll in Hyde Park, and the fire- 
works began. No one at that time thought 
that these fireworks would hit the Police 
Lieutenant Goddard, the speakeasy pro- 
prietor Ribuffi and the night club queen, 
Kate Merrick, mother-in-law of two herid- 
itary members of the house of lords. 

None of them had anything to do with 
the case, but the uproar which followed 
brought about the resignations of Chief 
Commissioner Horwood and Secret Service 
Chief Wyndham Childs. It also resulted in 
Viscount Byne’s being called from retire- 
ment to take control at Scotland Yard. 

Fine threads began weaving out toward 
the police lieutenant, the speakeasy pro- 
prietor, the night club queen—fine. invis- 
ible threads which at that time they neither 
Saw.nor felt. 

Byng, new, resolute, ignorant of police 
work but sensing cobwebs in the police de- 
partment, called in the chiefs one after 
the other. He wanted to know what was 
what, and who was who. and why, any- 
way. Chiefly he wanted to know what was 
wrong in the pleasure quarter, the western 
precinct. There had been much _ gossip, 
many rumors. ... | 

He made an astonishing discovery. Down 


in the western precinct Lieutenant God- 
dard was lord of all he surveyed. 

He had absolute control over all the night 
clubs, bawdy houses, gaming dens and 
other establishments. He reported for or 
against a raid on suspected premises. What 
he said went, for no superior officer was 
charged with the special duty of seeing 
that the pleasure quarter was properly 
looked after, and there was no one to ex- 
ercise surveillance upon Goddard. Even 
when the underworld began to talk,” the 
scandal became an open one, and allega- 
tions of graft poured into headquarters, no 
one went after Goddard. The allegations 
were referred to the man himself for in- 
vestigation and report! 

So for fourteen vears he had been 
wandering about down there, exposed to 
temptations compared to which the tempt- 
ing of Ulysses by the sirens was a mild flut- 
ter of the lhreart, quickly over. Trusted, 
commended, twenty-eight vears in the 
force. 

“Twenty-eight vears in the force be 
damned,” said Lord Byng in effect, and 
called in the human hawk. Wensley. chief 
of the criminal investigation department. 
“Tell me more about this man.” he com- 
manded. The result presentiy made a cu- 
rious showing upon Lord Byng's table. 

The  thirty-three-dollar-a-week police 
heutenant was mysteriously affluent. He 
possessed his own freehold house. He drove 
his own $2,500 car. He financed. his broth- 
er-in-law in a. pawnbroker’s business. He 
rented two safe deposit boxes. 


“Get him,” said Byng. They got him. 
He entered the room confidently. But 
when he was confronted with their knowl- 
edge of his secret hoard he eollapsed. He 
could not suppress a cry: “I'm done for!” 
They took him down to open the bexes 
and found them stuffed with banknotes— 
$60,000 in one. He was dismissed from the 
force. 

A shiver ran through the pleasure quar- 
ter. Several aliens hurriedly cleared their 
bank balances and moved out without 
waiting for deportation orders. A group 
known in the pleasure underworld as “the 
big four”—two Americans, pioneers of jazz 
haunts, an Italian and a Dutchman—left 
for the Continent on health trips. Gir! 
dancing partners at one dance club were 
told to clear out by a frightened Italian 
proprietor. One club, which had carried 
on for four years, sold out its stock of 
sparkling moselle—$8 a case wholesale. re- 
tailed as champagne after midnight at+$20 
a bottle—at less than cost 

In his club Ribuffi was alarmed. but not 
alarmed enough to fly. Goddard was at 
his home. The man had always been a 
power, and dismissed, he was still a power. 
No one would touch him. It would all die 
down. The money that had passed had 
been in cash. Safe, very. 

Meantime Kate Merrick, wan but smiling. 
had been released from the jail to which 
she had been sent for six months by an 
exasperated magistrate tired of fining her 
for offenses against the liquor law At 
the prison gate that bright autumn morn- 
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ing her daughter and her son-in-law, the 
Far! and Countess of Kinmoull, awaited 
her. Her other daughter amd son-in-law, 
Lord and Lady de Clifford, stayed away. 
That 
night there were high ~evels in the several 
Mc ‘ck clubs. The raffish crowd cheered 
their queen. At her Silver Slipper club 
that 


thought of giving up the night club busi- 
“I am thinking of a little hat shop, 
or perhaps a little cottage in the country, 
and a regular routine of rising with the 
lark and going to bed at 10 o'clock every 
night.” 

Some time later that night, at the Gala 
club, she repudiated her retiring idea of 
earlier in t* evening and, fortified by sup- 
per and champagne, asserted her intention 
of staying on and running her ciubvs just 
as she had always done. And she kept the 
promise to such effect that a night or two 
later she was arrested on the unusual 
charge of selling liquor after hours and 
hauled off to jail. 

Then the word went out to collect Ri- 
buffi and Goddard. The net had been 
drawn. At police headquarters they had 
the evidence they wanted. They had traced 
sequences of Goddard's banknotes to Kate 
Merrick and Ribuffi. 

Like all crooked-minded but really unin- 
telligent men. Goddard had made a blun- 
der. He had taken numbered bank notes 
from the protection seekers and laid them 
away in his secret safe, thinking all tracks 
were covered, when in fact there was a 
track as broad as a main highway running 
right from the safe boxes to Goddard, from 
Goddard to Kate Merrick and Ribuffi and 
thence to the bank accounts of the latter 
two 

Found guilty, the three were sent up for 
the hard labor terms of eighteen months, 
fifteen months and fifteen months, re- 
spectively, plus, in Goddard's case, a fine 
of $10,000, plus $15.000 for cost of the pros- 
ecution (which still leaves him with $70,000 
in loot). 

So in a brief three months the police, 
galvanized into action by the electric cur- 
rent of public criticism and a new chief, 
have broken up the night club ring which 
had flourished ever since the advent of 
jazz and the new liquor restriction law at 
the end of the war made the illicit sale of 
booze in jazz dens an enormously lucrative 
business. 

For eight vears Goddard had under his 
supervision more than 300 places where the 
law was being flagrantly broken most days 
of the week. For ten years Kate Merrick 
and her kind paid for protection and long 
spells of immunity from raids. For just 
as long. the home secretary and the law 
officers of the crown intermittently con- 
Sulted with the chiefs of Scotland Yard 
om wavs and means of breaking the back 
of the speakeasy ring, and were beaten. 
Kate Merrick baffled them by showing a 
whole crowd of little crooks how to use the 
law to fool the law. She bought a 25-cen! 
book on club law and discovered that by 
paying a dollar to a magistrate’s clerk, any 
association of twenty-five persons can reg- 
ister a club and secure club privileges 

It may be a one-man ownership, twenty- 
four of the members being straw men, and 
it may be a night club, but the police have 
no more right to enter it than they have 
to walk into the Tory Carlton or the learn- 
ed Athenaeum. 

When eventually the home office went 
into conference with the law officers of 
the crown on the subject they found that 
they could not legaliv differentiate a night 
club from any other club. They were done. 
The police were hamstrung. 

Lord Byng came into this tangle, applied 
the steel cutting tool of his intelligence, 
and was through. He found that most of 
the people seliing booze behind a bogus club 
door with one hand and nose-fingering the 
law and the police with the other were 
aliens 

Now, under the law of England, an un- 
desirable may be served with a deportation 
order at the home secretary's 
One of the most celebrated of the dance 
club owners, Victor, a Frenchman, was the 
first to be made aware of this unsuspected 
weapon. Fashionable folk used his place, 
but he was too accommodating. His clock 
never recorded the drink curfew hour.

A curious phenomenon of the jazz age, 
Kate Merrick.

The 
public prosecutor got after it and closed 
it up. After that, she discovered the merits 
of paying for protection.

club cost her $140,000 to set up. She 
brought over from Holland, at a cost of 
$25,000. the largest illuminated glass danc-

7500 a year. The orchestra cost her 
$1,000 a week. But her margin of profit 
could stand such expenditures.

But there are larger calculations. The 
pleasure caterers of London know = that 


they cannot play Paris and Berlin at their 
own game; the public wouldn't stand it. 
But they also argue quite sincerely that 
the old type pleasure city with vice openly 
flaunted and guides waiting to take the 
pleasure seeker into the nastier backwaters 
is as out of date as the Givoson girl. 
Murk and surreptitious law breaking, 
they say, does not pay today in a first- 
class city which aims chiefly at attracting 
and retaining the bulk of the tourist traf- 
fic ‘estimated to be worth $1,000,000,000 
annually, of which France last year took 
$500,000,000), and especially the well-to-do 


business man with money to spend and 
orders to place. It will pay still less in the 
future 


The solid business man from anywhere, 
but especially from the New World, is good 
tor British business, and when British busi- 
ness is making money plenty of it flows 
into the pleasure haunts of the capital; 
for those haunts are rapidly becoming the 
ante-rooms of industry and the offices of 
the modern era. 


The big business men used to want to do 
business in their own offices, situated in 
remote provinces in the Welsh coal and 
iron area, the commercial midlands or the 
industrial north. But after the war they 
found they were missing contacts with 
business men, and especially with the quick 
moving, far-ranging American business 
man. ‘They also missed useful contracts 
with one another. Often large orders and 
lucrative business tie-ups were being lost 


Promptly they began to acquire sumptu« 
ous flats and permanent hotel apartments 
in town. And today deals are swung over 
luncheon and dinner tables. Contracts are 
clinched between drinks in exclusive cab< 


arets and drinks in exclusite clubs and 
restaurants 
The conviction is strong that the more 


the home business man impresses the visi 
tor with the splendor of his city, its solid< 
ity, gaiety, worth-whileness and orderlie 
ness, the easier international business 
slides in tts human grooves. 

Hence the drive behind the city cleaning 
movement. It is @ matter not of morals, 
but of economics. More theaters and ho-« 
tels are rising. ‘Movie’ palaces are multi-«- 
plying—-American money financing most 
of the building. Whole shopping centers 
have been pulled down and rebuilt 

Amid the thunder of 
the hammering of 


falling masonr, 
pneumatic picks, the 
elevated steam cranes and the 
clang of girderwork falling into place, the 
London of the future is arising. The city 
builders want it to be a clean city, archi- 
tecturally and legaliy. 

But-—being worldly men-—they recognise 
that in these giant cities of today and to- 
there always will lurk behind the 
and varied night life of the 
legitimate pleasure haunts a twilight une 
derworld beckoning to the weak, the silly, 
the vicious and the merely curious 

And so long as the murky haunts don't 
like fungi around those expensive 
white marble palaces of the great western 
precinct where the visitors contentrate, and 
so long as there is no police graft and the 
lawful trade is not exposed to the 
unfair competition of the unlicensed bogua 
club, the city makers and cleaners will 
probably shut one eye and call it a day 

Human nature being lamentably what tt 
is in England and elsewhere, it is probably 
about all they can do anyway.

‘We the strange case of Genevi:ve 
Ass Stults? Was she really murder- 

“toe ed as it appears. And if she 
was, why? So far as the record goes, Mrs. 
Stults was killed for no particular reason. 
Harvey L. Smith, a so-called private detec- 
tive who specialized in snoop work, stated 
he was hired to get the woman out of 
town by another woman whose husband 
had been having an affair with Mrs. Stults. 
He said he turned the job over to two gun- 
men. The last he saw of the trio, he said, 
was when they were heading out of town 
in an automobile. 

But apparently the woman's. escorts 
killed her. Her body was found months 
later near Elkhart, Ind., not far from her 
own community, with $205 in bills lying be- 
side the remains.

On the afternoon of October 15, 1928, 
Frank Plummer was hunting rabbits with 
his dogs two miles out from Elkhart, Ind. 
The dogs darted forward and began dig- 
ging at what seemed a pile of quicklime. 
By the time Plummer came up to them 
the dogs had uncovered the remains of a 
human body. 


County authorities were called and they 
found— 


The body of a middle-aged person, ap- 
parently’ that of a woman. The corpse 
evidently had lain buried in its’ shallow 
grave for months. The skull had _ been 
crushed and there were two bullet wounds 
in the breast. 

There was a big automobile wrench near 
the body. And $205 in bills! 

This woman certainly had been murder- 
ed. But who was she—and why had she 
been slain? Not for robbery, apparently, 
else why had the killer or killers left the 
money there with the body? 

The gruesome discovery was duly report- 
ed in the newspapers of Elkhart and vicin- 
ity. The stories stated that fragments of 
the woman’s clothing had been found 
around the skeleton, together with a wrist 
watch, a  breast-pin, rosary beads and 
gloves. Also, the mouth contained a plate 
of upper teeth. 

One person at least read the story with 
intense interest. 

This was Mrs. Gertrude Bartozek, whose 
sister, Mrs. Genevieve Stults, pretty pro- 
prietor of a beauty shop at Mishawaka, 
across the St. Joe river from South Bend, 
Ind., had disappeared the previous March. 
Mrs. Bartozek had last seen her sister on 
the evening of March 24 in Mishawaka rid- 
ing in a sedan with a strange man. 

She had not headr a word from. Genc- 
vieve in all the months since. 

The police hdd been informed of the dis- 
appearance, and had been told certain facts 
in connection with the life of the missing 
woman; but after a brief investigation the 
matter had been dropped. Mrs. Stults had 
not lived a life of innocence, exactly, the 
police learned. No doubt she had gone off 
with some man who had taken her fancy. 
Life in Mishawaka, possibly, palled and she 
had jumped at the chance to get away. 

But all along Mrs. Bartozek had had her 
doubts. When she and her mother had not 
heard from Genevieve her suspicions had 
increased. 

Now she decided that Genevieve had not 
eloped. 

She went to Elkhart with her mother to 
view the remains. Their identification was 
immediate and positive. They were sure 
it was Genevieve, they said, for that was 
her clothing, her wrist watch and pin and 
rosary beads. Furthermore, those were her 
teeth. 

Genevieve Stults had been murdered. 

A disappearance was one thing, a murder 
something else again. The Elkhart county 
authorities threw themselves into an ex- 
haustive investigation, and before long the 
case took some very extraordinary twists. 

Mrs. Bartozek told Prosecuting Attorney 
Glen Sawyer of Elkhart county that her 
sister had been a friend of a rather prom- 
inent real estate broker of South Bend. The 
man, she said, was Charles Reyher, as re- 
spectable a churchgoer as one would find 
for miles around. The affair between Rey- 
her and her sister, she said, had been goir.a 
on for a long while, several years. 

The dead woman's sister was quite surc, 
moreover, that Mrs. Reyher, the prim, aus- 
tere wife of the broker, had known of the 
affair and had tried to discourage it. Mrs. 


Reyaier, ingidentally, was 48, seven years 
her husbarii’s senior. Mrs. Stults was 31. 

Itevher, she asserted, had made every ef- 
fort to keep Genevieve for himself alone. 
Ae proof of this, Mrs. Peter Sechowsk, the 
dead woman’s mother, telated how Reyher 
had attempted to have his own father mar- 
ry Cenevieve so that Mrs. Reyher and the 
gost‘ps would be placated. His father was 
81 years old. Mrs. Sechowsk said that Rey- 
har moved bed clothing into Genevieve's 
home and that the elder Reyher actually 
came to live with his son’s vivacious con- 
sort. 


Tie old man stayed three days, said Mrs. 
Bartosek and her mother, before’ they 
finally evicted him. 


Strange developments these, inded. 

The police visited the Reyhers. Reyher 
said he was greatly shocked to hear that 
Mrs. Stults had been murdered. He could 
not understand it at all, he said. He want- 
ed to help in the case, indeed he begged 
to be allowed to assist in tracking the killer. 
He seemed quite sincere. 

And Mrs. Reyher? 

Mrs. Reyher, to the profound astonish- 
ment of the police, knew something about 
the disappearance of Mrs. Stults. Mrs. 
Rehyer confessed that she had hired Har- 
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pea Late Mrs. Genevieve Stuits 
vay LL. Smith, a private detective of the 
neighborhood, to get Mrs. Stults out of 
town. She had paid him $50 for the job, 
and so far as she knew he had performed 
his assignment. 

Here, certainly, was something. 

“I didn't know she was to be killed,” sob- 
bed Mrs. Reyher. “I knew she and my 
husband had been having an affair. I 
wanted to get her away. I hired Smith 
to get avidence on them. He convinced me 
that my husband was in love with this 
other woman, and then I asked him to 
take her out of town. 

“We arranged it for the night of March 
24th. My husband and I went to a show. 
I gave Smith the keys to our garage and 
he took our car and went and got Mrs. 
Stults. The car was back in the garage 
when we ot home. Smith called me up 
and said everything was O. K. I never 
heard fram either of them again.” 

- She covered her face with her hands and 


Y¥ ept bitterly. 


“I never intended him to kill her!” she 
tobbed. 

Obviously, Detective Smith was urgent- 
ly needed in Elkhart. The police immedi- 
ately broadcast a description of him, the 
while they held the Revhers and Jack Kim- 
4all, Mrs. Revher's brother, as material wit- 
esses. Smith was quickly traced to Bir- 
ningham, Ala.. but there the trail ended. 
t ‘coked as if it would take a lot of search- 
neg to f.nd him. 

The newspapers naturally mace much 
«io of ‘he mystery, for the Reyhers were 
sCetain sit residents of Mishawaka and the 
“ter «ith Genevieve put a sort of Hall- 
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Mills touch to the case. The slain woman's 
funeral attracted thousands to St. Stanis- 
laus’ church in Mishawaka, where the serv- 
ices were held. 

It was all quite distressing for Mrs. Rey- 
her, who was naturally a close-lipped and 
proud sort of person. 


“T am not ready to consider forgiving my 
husband for what he has done to me,” she 
told a newspaper man a day or so after 
the case broke. “I knew that he was try- 
ing to break off this affair with Mrs. Stults 
for he was spending more time at home.” 

As for this angle of the case, there will 
be more to tell later. 

As Mrs. Reyher talked, she held in her 
hand a letter from the Pastors’ Aid society 
of her church, the Mishawaka Christian 
church, in which the women of the organi- 
zation expressed their full faith, confidence, 
and belief in her. She said it was a great 
comfort to her to know that they believed 
in her. 


“IT am very proud,” she said, “of the way 
the women of the church are standing by 
me.” 


Reyher was in a penitent but 
ophical mood. 

“The papers are making a great fuss over 
my affair with Mrs. Stults, but it’s a com-

mon enough sort of thing,’ he said.

ning around and meets an attractive wom- 


an. You take a chance. You gamble 
with life. I forgot my wife and two chil- 
dren. 


“I did not know Smith, but I had an idea 
I was being followed. I know nothing 
about the murder, of course. Mrs. Stults 
told me she was going away and I thought 
she had gone away. We had talked about 
bringing the affair to an end so when she 
left town I didn’t worry about it.” 

And then Smith was caught. 

He was arrested October 22 as he was 
standing at the general delivery window 
of the Atlanta, Ga., postoffice. He ad- 
mitted his identity at once and also admit- 
ted that he had obtained $50 from Mrs. 
Reyher “for obtaining evidence” 
Mrs. Stults. He dé@nied, however, all 
knowledge of the murder. He waived ex- 
tradition and returned to Elkhart at once, 
to be lodged in the county jail. 

Smith there told his story of what hap- 
pened. 

He was a former carnival barker, later 
an evangelist, and finally had taken to 
Sleuthing for divorce evidence and the like. 
He had a 20-year-old wife and a child. 
They had been living in a shack on the 
Mishawaka waterfront since his departure 
for the south. 

“After I had received the $50 from Mrs. 
Reyher,’ he said, “I went to Mrs. Stults and 
told her it would be better for her if she 
left Mishawaka and South Bend. She 
therefore converted everything she had into 
currency, at my suggestion, and then I ar-

ranged with two men to take her out of 
town.” 

He said these two men were gunmen he 
had met in a local dance hall. 

“Mrs. Stults got into their car and start- 
ed out.” he continued. “I followed the car 
toward Elkhart. Then I saw that her sis- 
ter was following and so I sped up along- 
side and told them that Mrs. Bortazek was 
following and to lose her. That was the 
last I saw of Mrs. Stults,” he concluded. 

“What if she threatened to c’me back?” 
he was asked. 

“Well, I told them to scare her in any 
reasonable way,” he said, “I told them to 
cut off her hair or disfigure her if neces- 
Sary.”’ : 

He said he drove back to Mrs. Stults’ 
apartment, found certain love letters he 
wanted, and then notified Mrs. Reyher. The 
letters, he said, had been written by Rey- 
her, and were to be used as possible evi- 
dence in a divorce. He insisted that Rey- 
her himself had not hired him to get these 
dangerous communications from the some- 
times mercenary Mrs. Stults. 

“Believe me, I didn’t kill her,” said 
Smith, who by this time was weeping, “but 
who will believe me? Are you going to try 
to send me to the chair?” 

Prosecuting Attorney Sawyer tried to get 
indictments returned against not only 
Smith, but against Mrs. Reyher and her 
husband. The grand jury, however, decid- 
ed that only Smith should be held for trial. 
His story, the jurors felt, had not been al- 
together credible, and if he did not commit 
the crime, then he must Know the killers. 

The trial began on January 2, 1929, in 
the county courthouse at Elkhart. Many 
high school girls from Mishawaka and 
Jamestown crowded into the court to learn 
how Hoosier justice works. It was part of 
their civics studies. They giggled excited- 
ly, chewed gum vigorously and made com- 
ments. 

The elderly father of the de.:endant, 
Thomas T. Smith, who had come from 
Hagerstown, Md., for the proceedings, sat 
weeping among the forty witnesses. He 
wept almost without letup during the en- 
tire trial. Down front was the young wife 
of the accused man, with her 10-months- 
Old baby in her arms, and her mother at 
her side. 

Nine farmers, two merchants and a Ccar- 
penter composed the jury, two of them had 
less than a year before sent a murder de- 
fendant in Elkhart to the electric chair. 

As soon as the actual proceedings start- 
ed the defense began to question whether 
the remains were those of Mrs. Stults. or 
even of a woman. The state put the wom- 
an’s relatives on the stand. They swore 
that they had not been the least bit uncer- 
tain about their identifications. 

Mrs. Reyher told of hiring Smith, how 
She left the keys to the garage for him and 
how, afterward, he called her on the tele- 
phone and told her that “everything was 
all right.” She repeated what she had told 
the authorities before, that she had merely 
hired the detective to get Mrs. Stults out 
of town, that she had never had the least 
idea that the woman had been killed. 

When Reyher took the stand the defense 
attorney asked him if Mrs. Stults had not 
demanded $10,000 from him for certain let- 
ters she possessed. The court overruled the 
question. The witness professed with emo- 
tion to believe that his departed sweet- 
heart was still alive and said he “had a 
hunch” that she was living in Detroit. 

Why had she not come forward then in 
this great crisis, when a man was on trial 
for his life for her murder. 

Reyher didn’t know. 

A local bank teller told him Mrs. Stults 
had withdrawn her $105 account just be-« 
fore she disappeared. This tended to core 
roborate Smith's story that he had told her

parture.

ILLY POGANY has never 
really grown up, if by grow- 
ing up one means losiig the 
ergaging joy and buoyancy oi one’s 
early years. Some of his triencds have 
called him “the Pied Piper among 
artists.” And the name fits. There 
is the laughing young dream in his 


eyes, though his hair is sprinkled 
with gray. 
His recent edition of “Mother 


Goose” is an engagingly prankish 
volume, peopling the time-honored 
jungles with characters in modern 
dress. With his up-to-date garb the 
artist does not rob the beloved per- 
sunalities of their traditional charm, 
but rather reveals their universal qual- 
ity and his own appreciation of the 
spirit of childhood. Bobbed hair and 
fiapper-length skirts do not detract 
from the eerie witch character of his 
Mother Goose. 

Also the book reminds one of the 
many and diverse activities of this 


versatile muralist and illustrator, and. 


of the unique place he holds as a 
painter of fairy tales and other imag- 
inative themes. His personality pro- 
vides the key to his success with 
childhood lore, his understanding of 
the humor, the fantasy and the elfin 
remoteness of youth. 


He is the Pied Piper in actual life, 
cr a beguiling Pierrot, with his own 
whimsical depths giving human 
warmth to wit or fancy, to his bright 
love of beauty in manifold forms. 
There is something faun-like about 
him. The artist's passion for intensi- 
fication combined with a penetrating, 
gnomish wisdom. But there is none 
of the over-refinement which leads 
some artists to shun, and disgust, the 
multitude. All this does not mean, of 
course, that he has played about aim- 
lessly, trusting to a lucky turn to 
tumble success into his lap. He plays 
at his work and he Works tremen- 
Gously. He fairly romps in paini. 


And he has kept his work his cwn, 
has refused to be tied down to a 
routine bread-and-butter job. When 
things have not gone so well he has 
been offered what would be a tempt- 
ing salary to many painters.

blueprints, and not stuck in like an alterthought wherever a 
blank space happens to be left. In this case I was able to 
plan somewhat with the architect before the theater was 
completed. A decorator should always be allowed to do this. 
His work should be allowed to function as a real part of the 
whole structure. Otherwise, he is crippled and handicapped 
in nearly every case.” 

“I have been to India, yes,” Pogany told me, when I ree 
marked upon his ability to portray the atmosphere and life 
of the East. “I have seen the elephants and camels, the 
architecture, the color. Fascinating things to paint.” 

He has done a set of Arabian Night panels for a New York 
hotel, which reflect the glamour of rose-scented gardens and 
moonlit mosques. He has illustrated a volume of Omar 
Khayyam, and will do a new one next summer. There is a 
hint of the Oriental in many of his murals, a su¢restion 
of it in his personality at times 

Perhaps he has a strain of the Orient in his blood. He 
was born in Hungary, a border country. Somehow, he seems 
to have dipped his fancy in old Persian dyes. In London, 
Vienna and Budapest he met Eastern scholars and explorers, 
and these men influenced his imaginative youth 

He began drawing as a boy in hich school. He attended 
ihe University of Budapest and studied engineering. For the 
most part his art training is self-acquired. When still a lad 
he went to Paris and experienced the proverbial poverty of 
the struggling art student, but that was rather a joke to him, 

He went without a winter overcoat in order to buy paints. 
He didn’t have much money. Sometimes none at all jut he 
always managed to buy paints, He made caricatures and 
humorous sketches for Le Rire and sold a painting once in 
a while. But he wanted to do murals, and he had to keep 
doing illustrations. Finally, he went to London and was 
asked to illustrate an English book for children. He has been 
lllustrating books for children ever since 

His friend, Leo Sarkadi, told me that when Pogany was in 


Paris, very young and very hungry, he painted a mug of beer, 


a juicy steak and a plate of rolls on the wall of Nis studio 


and @alled it a square meal There it was, a permanent 
satisfaction, imaginatively speaking, and when he was out of 
funds he could revert to it and perhaps, by using a little 


mental suggestion, decide that he had been fed The ve th

who laughed at his own hunger in 
this light-hearted fashion is the man 
who has kept his glamorous gift for 
the work he dreamed of doing. 

He got his first lessons in stage 
craft by being a super in Hungarian 
theaters. Always a very numble 
super. As Sarkadi puts it, he was 
“the bottom dog.” As a soidier, ser- 
vant or tail-end of a mob, he was 
part of the scenery and thus absorbed 
the vital points of dramatic back- 
pround! He used his knowledge later 
in such delightful stage sets as those 
for “Le Coq d'Or” and “L’ Italiana in 
Algeri’ at the New York Metropolitan, 


As a painter Pogany is remarkable 
for poetic delicacy balanced by robust 
vigor, and his personality is satisfy- 
ingly in accord with this quality of his 
work. More than many artists, he 
paints himself—or he lives the things 
he paints. He is about medium 
height, rather heavily built, and he 
has the quick movements, the physi- 
cal alertness, of his nervous sensibil- 
itv. He has long-lidded, brown eyes, 
a mobile, expressive face, a magnetic 
Lresence and a quick, sensitive smile. 

That he is interested in all kinds 
ena conditions of people, in all phases 
of life, his wide range of activities 
attests. As an illustrator he grasps 
the fundamental truth of a literary 
masterpiece with visualizing direct- 
ness and a keen sense of human 
character. As a muralist, he has a 
fine feeling for proportion and bal- 
ance, a delicate perception of the ate 
mosphere of place 

He has just contracted to provide 
the architectural interior for a new 
wing of a hotel in Brooklyn. An in-« 
door pool, 120 feet by 40 feet, is a 
feature of the plan, and this will be 
ceveloped with colored tile and mire 
rors in an impressive ensemble. The 
mirrors alone will cost $160,000. The 
whole scheme is on a gigantic scale, 

He also has engaged to paint 
n.uwrals for the new convention hall 
in Atlantic City, which has an audie 
tcorlum 50 feet high and 150 feet wide, 

From enterprises like these he turns 
to a new “Alice in Wonderland,” a 
modern, up-to-date Alice, as tender 
end exquisite a creature as the most 
exacting reader could wish. He draws 
the other Wonderland creatures with 
an eerie understanding of fairy lore, 
Asc he is “doing a bunch of silks’ 
originating fifty designs, in luscious 
colors and patterns th.t make your 
mouth water. By way of relaxation

The old-time coffee pot is not to be im- 
mediately -scorned after considering the 
more complicated coffec devices. A _ sat- 
isfving and savory drink can be poured 
irom its spout if the cook knows, first 
that the water must have reached the 
boiling point as she adds the fresh-ground 
coffee, and, second, that the coffee must 
then be allowed to boil only,for two or 
three minutes—and settle for twice as long 


before serving. If it, boils too long, “of 
course, this coffee, like most percolated 
coffee, is guilty of an excess of tannin, caf- 


fein and general bitterness. 


One of the most ingenious devices for 
making drip coffee that has ever come our 


way is a contrivance made in New Orleans. 
The cold water is poured int oan elevated 


reservoir—see coffee device at extreme 


right of illustration—and is fed, a little at 
a time, through a tiny pipe to a hollow 
plate just over the fire. Here the water is 
heated, a little at a time, 
upward through another pipe to the top 


of the device and is allowed to drip—a few 
drdéps at a time—over the ground coffee 
and into a container below. Here the in- 
fused coffee is kept hot but it is not al- 
lowed to boil at all. 

Another device recently added to the ap- 
pliance list combines the best features—for 
convenience as well as flavor—of the elec- 
tric percolator and the drip coffee pot. 
Electrically operated, but so designed that 
the infused coffee is not reheated as in a 
percolator, this new appliance can be easi- 
ly used at the breakfast table or. in the 
living room after dinner. The vessel is 
divided into two compartments by an up- 
right partition. The fresh water is pour- 
ed into one compartment, heated to the 
boiling point when it rises in a tube and 
passes over the partition to the other side, 
where it drips through the ground coffee. 
Both sides are equipped with faucets so 
that either coffee or clear water can be 
drawn at will.

There should be due dignity, 
but avoid pomposity as you would a pesti- 
lence. We can find no trace of haughty 
aloofness in Jesus Christ that ever embar- 
rassed the most outcast sinner or repelled 
the most timid child. There was absolute- 
lv foreign to Him all stilted pomposity. 

If vou are inclined to grow dizzy over 
some dazzling position, just think how 
many college presidents, D. D.’s, bishops, 
presiding elders, city pastors, mayors, mem- 
bers of the legislature, rich men, aiagermen, 
members of the grand jury, editors and 
sophomores there are in the world. In 
the United States we average about one 
Gistinguished man to every half million 
people. This would give us today some- 
thing like two hundred distinguished men. 
Then as you consider the lapse of time, not 
more than two or three of these will stand 
the test of the passing centuries. “Surely 
man walketh in a vain show.” Christian- 
itv brought some brand-new graces into 
our world, and one of these is humility. 
Pomposity is in constant peril of being 
punctured and falling flat. Humility can- 
not fall, for it is literally on the ground. 

It is estimated that 60,000,000,000 have 
lived on the earth since the dawn of his- 
tory. How few of these have perpetuated 
their names. “Oh, why should the spirit 
of mortal be proud?” But aside from these 
considerations the distinctive Christian 
grace is humility. Members of a Christian 
brotherhood violate the spirit of the 
brotherhood when they strut over titular 
distinction. When you have won the long 
sought D. D. it may stand for a “Dead 
Duck” or for “Dignified Dullness” or “Doc- 
tored to Death.” 

Some monihs ago an enterprising citi- 
zen of Denver received for coveted de- 
grees more than $1,200 in less than a week 
from Christian ministers in America, and 
his lucrative. business only ceased because 
ihe state cancelled his charter.
